President Cyrus 
‘International Harvester Company of 
America, has issued a statement in 
reference to the suit tiled by the fed- 
eral government attacking the pres- 
ent form of.organization of his com- 
pany. 

lis statement in part is as follows: 

The International Harvester case 
differs radicaliy in its tacts from aijlil 
the so-called “trust” heretofore 
decided under the Sherman law. The 
International Harvester Company was 
organized in i902 for the purpose 
securing economy in the manufacture 
and sale of harvesting tnachinery, and 
of increasing the ign trade. Tt 
had no water in its <epktatinntion and 
it has earned only a reasonable return 
on its capital—less than 7 per ceat 
per annum on the average. The prices 
of its machines are now substantially 
the same in 1902, notwithstanding 
an increase of 15 per cent in raw ma- 
terial prices and 30 per cent in wages. 
The. company has caused a large 
ing to American farmers in the cost 
of agricultural implements. It has in- 
creased the foreign trade in agricultu- 
ral implements fourfold in nine yvears; 
its foreign sales in'1911 were over 
$42,000,000. It has not 
abroad than at home. 

The charges of misconduct 
the bill have been met and disproved 
by the company [In other cases 
they will agaim fail, because they 
untrue. 

More than six years ago 
pany asked for its investigation by 
United States government, 
al] its books and records for inspec- 
tion, and furnished al! information re- 
quested.

Recently a full and frank discussion of 
the whole situation has been had be- 
tween the representatives of the gov- 
ernimnment and the company in an honest 
desire upon both sides to avoid liti- 
gation. Some plan may yet be found 
which will obdDviate the necessity 
any protracted litigation by satisfying 
the claims made under the 
act without seriousiv impairing 
economic advantages and benefits se- 
cured by the organization of this com- 
pany. No form of reorganization, 
however, was suggested by the gov- 
erninent which seemed practically pos- 
sible. 

The government has been careful to 
avoid embarrassment to the foreign 
business from the litigation; the bill 
makes no attack upon, and seeks no 
change in, the export business of the 
company. The filing of the bill will 
in no way interfere with the com- 
pany'’s carrying on its ‘business the 
same as heretofore.

Representative Berger, the socialist 
member from Wisconsin, made a 
strong speech in denunciation of the 
Root measure, He declared that, in 
his opinion, it would be so construed 
as to bring about the deportation of 
any alien who might. be contributing 
money to aid the cause of liberty in 
the land of his birth. 

Prominent Jews are greatly stirred 
up over the measure, especially in its 
bearing on Russia, 4nd a delegation 
representing them is #xpected before 
the committee next week. It is not 
believed the house will pass the meas- 
ure as amended, but its opponents 
don’t want it to come out of commit- 
tee.

Such a 
statement would not have seemed 
credible one year ago, but today it 
is about as sure a prediction as can 
be made in real estate lines. The truth 
is that Peachtree frontage out to 
Ponce de Leon is capable of becoming 
retall property of the very highest 
Class. With the lights before us right 
now, you could not say this of any 
other street, but there seems to be no 
limit. to Peachtree. A few @ays ago 
Whitehall] street property brought $700 
a front foot; of course Peachtree is 
not selling for anything like that fig- 
ure, yet it is capable of going there.

Dr. tet: Stoecker Urges ' 


Germany to Raise Moth- - 
erhood to Higher Level. 


(Copyright, 1912, by Curtis Brown.) 
Berlin, May 4.--Doctor of Philoso- 
Phy Helen Stoecker is bringing within 
reach the Shavian ideal that every citi- 
zeness who gives birth to a child shall 
be acclaimed az a patriotic heroine, 
and as such endowed, rewarded, and 
cared \ for by a grateful nation, 
Through the “Bund fuer Mutterschutz” 
which she founded, nursed into great- 
ness, and today presides over, Helen 
Stoecker has placed Germany first 
among the nations in the care of its 
babes and sucklings; and today she is 
preparing to fight afresh battles in 
the hope that the thirteenth German 
reichstag will raise mnot..erhood to a 
yet higher level; and embody in prac- 
tical legislation the saying that the 
hand which rocks the cradle rules the 
world. 
Recently 
schutz,’ or 


the “Bund fuer Mutter- 
“Union for Mother-Protec- 
tion,’ celebrated modestly its seventh 
anniversary of birth; and Germany’s 
leading citizens are uniting in testify- 
ing to its splendid success in educat- 
ing the nation and its lygislaters in 
the science of motherhood. The “bund” 
fhas got about 4,000 members, counting 
among them the best men in’ Ger- 
many; it is influencing legislation; it 
is saving annually many thousands of 
children from miserable deaths; and 
it is carrying on a strong propaganda 
for a new marriage law, in which the 
interests of children « all take prece- 
dence of traditions and formal restric- 
tions. All this is the work of a single 
woman, who without position, money 
or powerful friends entered upon a 
campaign against the prejudice and in- 
difference which cause Germany to lose 
annually the lives of a fifth of its new- 
born infants. 

“Germany's greatest 
August Bebel, the 
leader, calis Helen 
from manufacturing 
among social reformers 
the “Elberfeld system’ 
pauperism. She was a pioneer of wo- 
man’s higher education in Germany; 
and herself managed to studv at Ber- 
lin university when the obstacles were 
much greater than they are today. 
Later Fraulein Stoecker became pro- 
fessor at the Lessing nigh se¢hool; and 
completed courses of study in Munich, 
in England, Switzerland and Russia. 
She began to write on art, literature 
and philosophy, and it Was while study- 
ing MNietzche in connection with the 
older Romanticism, that ghe elaborated 
the new ethica! ideals for the rela- 
tions between the sexes, of which 
“mother- is one the side 
issues. Dr Stoecker first attracted at- 
tention by her remarkable study of 
Nietzsche in his bearing on the woman 
question; and this, and studics of simi- 
tar kind for later books, brought her 
insensibly towards the “bund § fuer 
Mutterschutz.’ 

For Infant Protection. 

In 1904 the Kaiserin Augusta Vie- 
toria founded a society for infant pro- 
tection on rigidly conservative lineg;. 
and it was the feeling that radically 
different lines must be pursued which 
led Lr. Stoecker to foung her organi- 
zation. The men and women who 
rallied to the movement elected Dr. 
Stoecker president and Mmanageress of 
the society, and aiso appointed her edi- 
tor of The New’ Generation, the official 
organ of the bund, 

ihe fundamental thesis of the “Mut- 
terschutz’ movement is that no social 
or conventional moral prepossession ig 
of the least impo compared with 
the interest of hav- 
ing children born and 
brought up under sound conditions as 
possibie. he mere [act, as Shaw puts 
it, of motherhood is a tremendous 
merit; ang it the business of the 
State and the public to see that ne 
mother is despisea and no children, of 
Whatever parentage, neglected. This 
in Germany. is more linportant than 
elsewhere, ror every year 130,vv0 chal- 
dren, @ tenth of tne total birth rate, 
are registered as being witnout legal 
fathers. Germany, tov, has, excepting 
usSia and Austria, the highest intant 
death rate among Europes greai 
states. A fifth of the chisdren born 
die, mostly owing to neglect, within a 
year of birth. Wr. StoecKer and her 
cOllabuorators entirely reject the popu- 
lar theory that this measure implies 
the survival of the fittest. Lhey ciaim 
that no life should be wasted, and re- 
mind objectors that the excessive in- 
fant death rate is prevalent most in 
the physically sturdy classes which 
produce healthy aad promising babies. 

The “bund’ holas that the way to 
get rid of this evil is, firstiy, to pro- 
vide by law tor equa) responsibilities 
of parents and equal rights of infants 
under all conditions of birth whatso- 
ever, ang to give equal and sufficient 
protection to all mothers without ex- 
ception; and, secondly, to introduce 
gradually a higher’ status of the 
marital relation. For, according to 
the band’s belief, the proper protec- 
tion of children is not possible in 
practice until the institution of mar- 
riage is reformed. On the latter point 
all members of the “Bung tuer Mutter- 
schutiz” dado not see eye to eye The 
conservative section hold that the 
bund should concentrate on infant pro- 
tection,, and ieave otner questions 
aione; whereas the radical section, led 
by Dr, Stoecker, hold that the two ob- 
jects are so intimately involved that 
real mother protection is impossible 
without the simultaneous attainment 
of a higher moral relation between 
parents. ; 

Transformation of Marriage. 

The bund’s second aim, the trans- 
formation of marriage, has aot ade 
much progress, and meets with con- 
siderable opposition in conservative 
circles. Dr. sStoecker preaches that 
marriage must be changed from @ 
legal institution into a moral institu- 
tion, in Which the inherent goodness 
and stability of a union wiil count fer 
more than compulsory forms. “A: 
marriage,’ says Lr. Stoecker, “is 
inerat or immoral according as it does 
or does not fulfill the aim of bringing 
up wood children and developing the 
famy. A real marriage iz cne ina 
which bct.a parties recogn 4e the ¢e- 
sponsibilities or their union, and have 
ine will to fulfill these responsibili- 
ues. Such a marriage, says Dr. Stoeck- 
ce, Is genuine, even without formali- 
..8& Many lersa marriages are essen- 
immoral The bund denies that 
is a right name for these .

Be Ready for Green-Bug Scare 

Farm and Fireside, a well-known and 
authoritative agricultural paper, reas- 
sures the. public as follows about the 


igreen bug, which, according to rumor, 
lis going to play havoc with wheat this 


year: 

“Board of trade rumors make much 
of the probability that a great deal of 
damage will be done the wheat this 
year by the ‘green bug.’ These _ re- 
ports say that this will probably be a 
bad year for the green bug, ‘because 
they get bad about once in five years.’ 
This is not at all true. The green bug 
is not a ‘periodical’ like the seventeen- 
year locust. Its multiplication depends 
on weather conditions. 

“The ‘green bug’ is an aphis, or plant- 
iouse, and feeds on rye, barley, oats 
and orchard-grass, but seems to pre- 
fer the wheat-plant to any of them. 
It infests the southwestern wheat fields 
as far north as Oklahoma, and. is on 
hand every year. Some seasons it mul- 
tiplies so that its many enemies can- 
not destroy and keep it in check, and 
In these years it causes a failure of 
the wheat crop. 

“For these conditions the green bu 
needs a warm, open winter, and a cold, 
late spring. We may have this kind 
of spring, but we certainly have not 
had the green bug's favorite winter. 
All over the green-bug territory the 
winter has been severe. It is prohable 
that it will not be very bad this sum- 
mer. 

“Even if it should do some damage, 
as it may, it is not likely to do so much 
as to affect the price of wheat save on 
panics and scares. In 1909 our entire 
wheat crop was 725,000,000 bushels, 
while the. crop of Oklahoma was 12,000,- 
000 bushels, and Texas 17,050,000 bugh- 
els. This is a considerable fraction of 
the total, but not a controlling one. 
More land has been brought under cul- 
tivation in these green-bug states since 
1909, but whether there will be more 
in wheat in 1922 is a question. Any- 
how, the damage that the green bu 
fis likely to do this year, in view o 
the sort of winter we have had, is 


scarcely likely to affect the total much.

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SOCALIST BRIAND 
MAY RULE FRANCE 


Believed Former Premier Will 
Soon Return to Power, 


Briand Has Had a Remark- 
able Career—He Has Fig- 
ured in All the Great Ques- 
tions Which Have Agitated 
France in Recent Years. 


(Copyright, 1912, by Curtis Brown.) 

Paris, May 4.—-France is talking 
of the coming break-up of the “min- 
istry of all the talents,” as the Ray- 
mond Poincare cabinet is called. Ac- 
cording to the close friends of the 
brilfiant. prime minister, he believes 
that the eritical circumstances in 
which he consented to take office have 
been or soon will be removed with 
the disappearance of friction, domestic 
and international, over the Franco- 
German Moroccan agreement. His du- 
ty done, he longs to return to his 
enormous legal practice, which is said 
to have yielded him an income of more 
than $50,000 a.year. Indeed, s0 sure 
was he that his occupancy of the 
premiership was only temporary that 
he is said to have retained all his 
briefs when he took office. 

Who, then, will the next prime 
minister of France? Three men stand 
out from all the army of candidates 
for the great honor. Two of them 
have already held the position and 
the third, one of the greatest men in 
France, is sure to reach the position 
some day. The men are Georges 
Clemenceau, Theophile Delcasse and 
Aristide Briand. The first two of 
these men. are bitter political enemies, 
who for years have fought each other; 
the third is a friend of both, and is 
the most Iikely man for the post. 

No man living today has had a more 
romantic political career than the first 
of these three men-——Georges Clemen- 
ceau. Although he is 70 years old and 
has been a constant and hard worker 
all his life he is still healthy and 
energetic, with a pen as vitrioHc and 
a tongue as keen and deadly, with a 
pisto] eye as true and a rapier hand 
as strong and feared as ever. 

“Wrecker of Cabinets.” 

“Wrecker of cabinets” he has 
called and during the many years 
has béen in politics he has been 
cause of the downfall of many of the 
most famous ministries of France. His 
most recent feat was the dramatic de- 
feat of the Caillaux government se\ 
eral months ago, which still will be 
fresh in the reader's memory. He was 
a bitter opponent of Jules Ferry, the 
first French minister with visions of 
a great Fr@nch empire and contributed 
largely to that man’s downfall. He 
unseated Freycinet not once but sev- 
eral times, and he drove President 
Grevy out of office following the col- 
lapse of the ouvier ministry. It wasR 
Clemenceau who made the picturesque 
General Boulanger and then, when the 
dashing soldier broke his promise to 
him, as quickly unmade him. 

But Clemenceau probably will be re- 
membered best by readers all over the 
world as the leaQing figure in the hard 
fight that ended in the vindication of 
Dreyfus. It was in “L’Aurore,” tie 
paper owned and edited by Clemen- 
ceau, that Zola’s now famous letter, 
“J'Accuse,’ appeared and created a 
sensation throughout the civil{zed 
world. Indeed, {t was Clemenceau who 
invented the striking title. It will be 
remembered against what tremendous 
and almost hopeless odds the defenders 
of. Dreyfus fought for justice and in 
the campaign Clemenceau was always 
in the lead. Day and night he went 
about with his life in his hnands, grim- 
lv and defiantly receiving the taunts 
and threats of the majority of his 
countrymen, who saw in every friend 
of Dreyfus a paid emissary of a for- 
eign government. 

But in this fight Clemenceau was in 
his element. Bvery day he wrote for 
his paper one of his famous editorials 
“clear as crystal, biting as acid, sharp 
as a Damascus blade.” He spent long 
rours in the law courts, made speeches 
before infuriated and hostile mobs and 
spent early mornings in lonely spots 
facing, with pistol or rapier, counftess 
antagonists, who had called tn ques- 
tion his personal honor or that of the 
man for whom he was battling. 


Link With United States. 


Curjlously enough Clemenceau has a 
link with the United States, When 
a young man he had the temerity to 
shout, “Long Live the Republic,” while 
Napoleon III still sat on the throne of 
France. He was thrown into prison 
and upon his release he packed his 
portmanteau and went off to Boston. 
During four vears he taught lanzuage 
and acquired an American accent to 
his excellent English, Which he still 
retains. At the end of that time, the 
empire having fallen, he, in company 
with many other French exiles, re- 
turned to the land of his birth. 

He threw himself tnto politics and 
became mayor of Montmartre. Two 
years later he was chosen president of 
the municipal council of Paris. Three 
years after he entered the chamber of 
deputies. Then for many years he was 
in opposition, playing his role of fear- 
ed critic and wrecker of cabinets. Be- 
cause of his wonderful power, he was 
for ten or twelve years the virtual 
ruler of France, although he never 
held office. His tongue, his pen and 
his rapier were alike feared by all his 
opponents. A story is told that illus- 
trates the awe in which he was held. 
At the time of the Panama canal scan- 
dal, Paul Deroulede arose in the cham- 
ber of deputies and slowly said: 

“This indefatigable advocate 
Hertz, who is as energetic as he is 
dangerous, you all Know him. His 
name is on all lips, but not one of you 
dares pronounce it, because there are 
three things you are afraid of—his 
dagger, his pistol and his tongue. Very 
well! I dare all three: -his name is 
Clemenceau.” Amid the excitement 
that immediately prevailed. on all 
sides, Clemenceau arose and in meas- 
ured tones replied: 

‘Monsieur Deroulede, you have lied.” 

And the inevitable encounter, in 
which Deroulede was wounded, took 
place. 
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He Scorns Modern Duel. 


Clemenceau has always refused to 
have anything to do with the modern 
duel which has made France the 
laughing stock of the whole world. He 
has insisted that affairs in which h¢ 
participated be serious ones, and fre- 
quently he has refused to meet men 
who have earned reputations as fake 
fire-eaters, 

There was a period of Clemenceau's 
life when he was under a cloud. Un- 
justly suspected of selling his country 
to England, he was driven from public 
life by his enemies. For many vears 
he was in retirement. Apparently, he 
was politically ruined, and his paper 
lost prestige and power. For ten years 
he made no attempt to regain his old 
puerta. and it is doubtful if he would 
ever have entered the political arena 
again had it not been fof the Dreyfus 
.case, Which brought him out of his 
retirement. ‘ 

* In 1905, after’ many years in the 
wilderness. Clemenceau received his 
first cabinet appuintment, and how it 
came about is etill tulad as a good 
story in France.

Deleasse Overthrew Clemenceau, 

It was, however, Theophile Delcasse 
who turned Clemenceau out of office. 
Delcasse should have been summoned 
to succeed his rival, but Germany 
to be considered. It was France's 
northern neighbor who compelled the 
dismissal of Delcasse from the post of 
minister of war. The latter instigated 
the French policy in Morocco, made 
certain demands upon the sultan 
which were refused upon the advice of 
Germany, and resigned when the 
Kaiser intimated to Rouvier, the 
French prime minister, that Delcasse’s 
retention in office would be followed 
by a declaration of war by Germany. 

"In these circumstances President 
Fallieres refused to summon Delcasse 
to succeed Clemenceau, fearing that 
his appointment would be looked upon 
by Germany as an affront. And today 
the same consideration, although with 
constantly lessening force, stands in 
the way of his advancement. Sweep it 
aside and there would be little doubt 
that Delcasse would be quickly put in 
charge of the French ship of state. 
And‘all who have had opportunities of 
Knowing and studying the man be- 
lieve that he would make the most 
brilliant premier in the history of the 
third republic. 

Unlike Clemenceau, Delcasse 
spent much of his. parliamentary 
in office. He was born in 1852, and 
just 61 years old. He studied at the 
Sorbonne, and obtained a literary de- 
vree. In common with many other 
men who have bulked large in French 
politics, he became 4 journalist, 
ing a specialty of political topics and 
parliamentary debates in the chamber 
and senate. In 1888 he was returned to 
the chamber, and five years later en- 
tered the cabinet of Ribot as colonial 
under-secretary. So highly was he 
esteemed that Dupuy, who succeeded 
Ribot, appointed him to the same po- 
sition. The following year he was 
made minister of the colonies. 

It was in the Brisson cabinet in 1898 
that he first made his appearance as 
minister of foreign affairs. When he 
took office France did not have p 
frtend in Europe. He inherited from 
his predecessor the dangerous Fashoda 
affair with England, which threat- 
ened to lead to war between the two 
countries. Thanks to the common 
sense of Deleasse, the incident was 
amicably settled and the new minis- 
ter entered upon the most brilliant 
conduct of the foreign office in recent 
years. Probably his _two greatest 
achievements were the entent cor- 
liale with England and the alliance 
with Russia. The former secured the 
much desired equilibrium of power in 
Murope and did much fo insure the 
neace of this part of the world, while 
the latter served one go00d purpose 
in preserving the peace of Europe 
during the Russo-Japanese war and 
confining that conflict to the two 
nowers in the far east. 

Dramatic Events tn 1905, 

Then came the dramatic events in 
1905, when Germany and France were 
on the brink of war and Rouvier, fear- 
ful of the condition of the French 
army, retired before the menacing 
mailed fist and shining armor of the 
war lord of the north. And on the day 
that Deleasee resigned, Von Bulow, 
Germany's chancellor, was created a 
prince by the delighted Kaiser. 

Since then, although Delcasse has 
not been in charge at the Quai d’Orsay, 
he has been the ruiling spirit in the 
foreign affaits of France. The poli- 
cies that became identified with his 
ame have been carried on by his 
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ninisfer of the navy when 
France afloat was in a scandalous con- 
dition. ‘in the short time he was 
he accomplished a miracle, int-

Clalistic tendencies. But Briand soon 
demonstrated that as prime minister 
he was quite a different person from 
the Briand who, as a young man. at- 
tended socialist meetings and wrote 
socialist articles for extremist news- 
papers.

Kindergarten Report. 

The following is the sixteenth an- 
nual report of the Free Kindergarten 
Association read by the president, Mrs: 
Nellie Peters Black, at the annual 


meeting: 

“In presenting this -report of our 
seven schools, I realize there is a great 
similarity to the others which have 
been given you for many years. There 
is the same story of honest, earnest en- 
deavor to benefit humanity; the same 
recital of faithfulness on the part of 
the teachers and a special and increas- 
ing appreciation on the part of the 
fathers, mothers and neighborhood 
generally where the schools are locat- 
ed. I hoped to come to you with the 
glorious news that the city had as- 
sumed the main part of our expense 
account on January 1—in fact, I was 
informed by a member of the finance 
committee that this had been decided 
upon; but, alas! after shuffling and 
dealing and mixing up the cards, we 
were dropped back to the same amount 
given last year; and noW the question 
is, how Gan be find the means to keep 
up the schools next year? 

“We feel particularly grateful for a 
special cash donatign of about one 
thousand dollars given in the months 
of November and December by one 
hundred and ifty individuals and sev- 
eral church societies. This money 
come, indeed, like a shower of glorious 
bi@sesoms to gladden the hearts that 
had been heavy with anxiety over the 
running expenses of the schools. it was 
a blessed lesson in faith, and the proof 
that if we ask in “His name” we shall 
receive,,."“g00q measure pressed down 
and runfgng over.’ 

“We point with great pride to the 
beauty and equipment of the Schoen 
Memorial school, .in_ the Educational 
Alliance building, on Capitol avenue, 
and beg you to visit the children any 
day, from 9 to 12, o'clock, to see them 
at their work. Another achievement to 
which we’*call your attention is the 
‘neighborhood house’ being erected in 
Joyner park under the supervision of 
Mrs. William Greene Raoul, chairman. 
It will give five rooms for kinder- 
garten No. 2, Mrs. Kate Jolly, director, 
and in the evenings will be used by the 
Boys’ Club and the neighborhood gen- 
erally for sodiable meetings connected 
with the popular cftty play ground. 

“Mrs. Raoul has for years been one 
of the most earnest workers in the as- 
sociation, and now this beautiful and 
commodious building is the crowning 
effort of her active and prgtical phil- 
antrophy. The city has gfven $500 to- 
ward this building, and in due time 
Mrs. Raoul will make a report of the 
amounts she has received from indi- 
viduals for its erection; but we cannot 
refrain from telling you of the gift 
made by the Plum Street Woman's 
Club of $250 toward the building. This 
amount represents two years of hard 
work on the part of the n@thers of 
the kindergarten children, and has 
been the inspiration and beginning of 
the building. 

“The Needle Woman's Guild again 
has been of most valuable assistance 
by sending nearly 300 garments which 
were the greatest help to the children. 
The Octagon Club has also provided a 
number of articles at the request of the 
teachers. The Exposition Mills school 
lost one of its very best friends when 
Mr. Charles Tuller, the president of the 
mills, was called to his eternal rest. 
The wh yegs Ag mothers and teachers 
hold him in loving memory. The new 
president, Mr. Allen Johnson, has visit- 
ed the school, and seems much inter- 
ested. He has promised to secure a 
piano for the school.

“A summary of the teachers’ reports 
shows a total enrollment of 450 chil- 
dren. The Mothers’ Club held 64 meet- 
ings, with 310 women present; 906 gar- 
mets were distributed; 924 visits to the 
homes were made: 53 meetings of the 
Boys’ Club were held; 96 meetings for 
the Older girls and boys, and over 700 
different persons assembled in the 
rooms for the evening  entertain-

ing, but quite inadequate idea of how 
far reaching and beneficent the work 
has been, and we give the figures with 
a grateful appreciation of the co- 
operation which a generous public has 
ever shown to the association.

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INTEGRITY OF GOV. BROWN — 
WILL SAVE TALLULAH

A soul-less water power trust, known as the Georgia Railway and Power 
Company, has seized the most beautiful waterfall in the western hemisphere 
in defiance of the property rights of Georgians, and in defiance of the laws 0) 
God is commercializing the divine handiwork. But the hour of reckoning 
is at hand. 

Injustice and wrong can acquire no 
permanent foothold in Georgia. The 
people of this God-fearing common- 
wealth believe in fair play. Ever since 
the stern old chief executive—Gover- 
nor James Jackson—called down the 
fire of heaven to consume the iniqul- 
tous records of the Yazoo Fraud there 
has never been an hour when the peo 
ple of this state were ready to compro- 
mise with evil-doers; and if the Geor- 
gia Railway and Power Company én- 
tertains any lingering hope of accom- 
plishing through artifice its diabolical 
purpose to destroy Tallulah Falls it 
must be as destitute of common sense 
as it is of common humanity—it must 
be as much a stranger to.the-law of 
logic as it is to the code of honor. 

Let us go back for a moment and 
review Georgia's first experience with 
land pirates. 

In 1794 the General Assembly of this 
state passed an act conveying to cer- 
tain syndicates what was then known 
as her western lands. The several im- 
mense tracts embraced in the aggre- 
gate 35,000,000 acres and the consider- 
ation involved in the transfer of titles 
was only $500,000 or barely more than 
half a cent per acre. Some of the 
most powerful men in the state were 
lirectly concerned in this transaction. 

't was nothing more or less than a 
shrewd design to make money. But the very elect were for the time being 
leceived. In both houses a clear majority voted for the bill, and finally 
it was signed by Governor George Matthews—though he felt some misgiv- 
ings in approving it. 

Thus for a mere song Georgia was ready to sign away property the 
value of which today reaches far up into the billions. 

Two sovereign states have since been carved from these western lands 
—-Alabama and Mississippi. 

But such a colossal iniquity was not to be consummated in ’Georgia. 

There was raised up to prevent it a man of iron nerve and of robust 
character whose very name has become a household word in every hamlet 
of the state. 

It was Governor James Jackson. 

He was then occupying a seat in the United States senate. But, resign- 
ing the toga, he returned at once to Georgia, became a candidate for the 
state legislature, and, taking his seat in this body, caused the iniquitous 
legislation to be rescinded. He exposed the rottenness of the whole villain- 
ous transaction. There came a revulsion of sentiment. The wrath of the 
state when once aroused against the perpetrators of this monstrous crime 
was like a tornado. Efforts were actually made to hang some of the guilty 
offenders. 

It was not enough merely to declare the ¥azoo act null and void. 

The legislature caused the official records of the transaction to be gath- 
ered together and, on the lawn, in front of the State House, in Louisville, 
with formal ceremonies, the pile of papers was reduced to ashes. There was 
never in the history of the state a more dramatic incident. Instead of de- 
stroying the documents by ordinary means, Governor Jackson with the aid 
of a sun-glass employed solar heat to kindle the conflagration. He literally 
drew down the fire of heaven to destroy the last vestige of this iniquitous 
transaction. 

As the result of his zeal in fighting the Yazoo conspirators, he was drawn 
into a number of duels. 

According to Thomas H. Benton, he was finally brought to his death 
by the wounds which he received in these various encounters. But Georgia’s 
honor was vindicated! He died while occupying a seat in the United States 
senate, to which he was re-elected, after completing his patriotic work in 
Georgia; and, on his tomb, in the Congressional Cemetery, un the banks. of 
tue Potomac river, is this inscription: 

“To the memory of Major-General James Jackson, who deserved and en- 
joyed the confidence of a grateful country. A soldier of the Revolution. -He 
was the foe of foreign tyranny—the scourge and terror of corruption at home.” 

Governor Jackson was not a native of this state. He came to Georgia

could be opened after death Georgia would be found lettered upon his hee. 

The spirit of this illustrious old patriot stil] animates the commonwealth 

, and the effort of the Georgia Railway and Power Company to commit a fraud 

'in the name of progress will meet the fate which it rightfully and justly merits. 

| There are no material benefits to be gained from the sacrifice of Tallulah 
Falls commensurate with the wrong to the people of Georgia involved in the 
destruction of the grandest cataract on the continent of North America. 

As sure as there is a God in heaven the purposes of the Georgia Railway 
and Power Company will be thwarted. Jehovah reigns. His omnipotent 
power neither slumbers nor sleeps. 

What British tyranny could not do in the days when Georgia was a 
province of England, commercial effrontery cannot accomplish now when 
Georgia is a sovereign commonweath in a free sisterhood of states! 

What greed and graft could not bring to pass in the time of James Jack- 
son, they are powerless to perpetrate in this enlightened age, when there

800 Hate Met 
Preachers to War on Evil 


Employment of Thousands of 


— - | 


Little Ones in Factories and 
Textile Mills Denounced as 
One of the Greatest of Mod- 
ern Evils. 


Minneapolis, Minn., May 4.—Employ- 
ment of children under 16 years old in 
factories and textile mills was de- 
nounced at the general conference of 
the Methodist Episcopal church today. 

To investigate charges that “in the 
textile mills alone one hundred baby 
hands are yearly lost as a sacrifice to 
the greed for wealth’’ and to formulate 
an appeal to all churches to fight for 
national! legislation against child labor, 
a commission of fifteen ministers was 
appointed whose duty it will be to 
go thoroughly into the subject. It 
Was announced that the 19,000 minis- 
ters of the church would institute a 
vigorous warfare against what was as- 
serted to be one of the greatest mod- 
ern evils.. 

Children in the Mills. 

Bringing the matter before the con- 
ference in the form of a resolution, 
Henry J. Coker, of Denver, Colo., asked 
for adoption of the following: 

“That we, representatives from the 
whole earth, declare our utter con- 
demnation and most determined hostil- 
ity to this shameful custom in our 
own fair America and respectfully 
urge our churches, officials in state 
and nation, both executive, judicial and 
legislative, to do thelr utmost to abol- 
ish this great evil from our national 
domain and the whole earth. 

“In their greed for gain, children 
employers have in this country put 
about 2,500,000 children under 16 years 
of age in mills, mines, factories and 
messenger service,” Mr. Coker de- 
clared. “Of the 80,000 children in the 
textile mills, we are informed that 
20,000 are under 12 years of age, and 
in those mills yearly about 100 baby 
hands are cut off by machinery. In 
the glass factories there are 7,500 
children; in saw mills 8,000, and in ci- 
gar factories 12,000 children handle ci- 
gars at the rate of 8 cents per thou- 
sand. This is an apalling commentary 
on modern civilization. Who is it we 
hear crying on the street corners, 

‘Sufter the little children to come unto 
me"? Is it Jesus Christ, or the greed 
for gain? It is about time we realized 
the suffering and calamity which mod- 
ern civilization is imposing upon the 
children.”’ 

Age Limit for Bishops. 

Henry Wade Rogers, of New Haven. 
Conn., had offered ‘a resolution which 
provides an age limit for bishops and 
for their retirement from active ser- 
vice, when they have reached the age 
of 75. The resolution also provides 
that the bishops may be “relieved from 
travel when they reach the age of 70, 
if the board of bishops so desires. In 
either case they are permitted = to 
choose their own place of residence 
after retirement. 

Dean Rogerg declared that the sys- 
tem of retirement by the conference is 
wrong; that an age limit should be 
established as in the United States 
army. 

A demand that the church abandon 
its anti-amusement rule was offered to 
the general conference here today by 
B, F. Edsall, of Newark, N. J. The res- 
olution declared the rule banning cer- 
tain “worldly amusements” was inef- 
fective, then suggested that a warning 
against these amusements already was 
contained in the church's “special ad- 
vices.” 

The resolution was 
committee. 

Promise of lively debate was offered 
in proposals which would restrict min- 
isters in the choice of churches. There 
were indications that the debate would 
bring out discussion as to the relation 
between the cost o¢ living and salaries 
paid preachers in many parts of fe 
country. ;

GRAND JURY ASKS 


FOR MORE POWER! 


Would Use"'Big Stick” If Officials 
Didn't Obsen Recommendation 


Also Suggests a $1,000 Fund 
for Each Grand Jury to Con- 
duct Locker Club Investiga- 
tions—Many Other Reforms 
Touched On. 


a 


Members of the March grand jury 
believe that all grand juries should be 
empowered to use the “big stick” when 
their recommendations are not follow- 
ed by the responsible county officers. 

In its presentments made to Judge 
J. T. Pendleton Saturday the jury rec- 
ommended that after three (grand 
juries have made the same recommen- 


dations on any subject, and the recom- 
mendations have not been observed, 
that the fourth grand jury be empow- 
ered to summon those responsible be- 
fcre it to show cause why the recom- 
mendations had not been carried into 
effect. 


The retiring grand jury also thinks 
that the county should build and main- 
tain a home for wayward young wom- 
en and also a reformatory for negro 
children. It recommended compulsory 
attendance laws for the county schools, 
and also declared itself in favor of 
the abolishment of the justice courts 
and the substitution therefor of mu- 
nicipal courts. 

Lecker Clubs Run for Gain. 


Locker clubs, it was‘declared, violate 
the prohibition law and some of them 
are run for nothing but financial] gain. 
A $1,000 fund should be furnished each 
grand jury with which to conduct in- 
vestigations, the grand jury believes. 

Salary purchases should not be made 
at more than a 5 per cent discount 
Per month and the $50 maximum for 
misdemeanor fineg should be increased 
to $100. The laws governing grand 
juries were investigated and it was 
found that many were obsolete, while 
some imposed the same duties on both 
county officials and grand jury. 

Roads and bridges were found to be 
in good shape in spite of the incle- 
ment weather. The abolishment of 
grade crossings was recommended. A 
comment upon the increase in pensions 
was made, as was a suggestion that 
periodical examinations o fthe rolls by 
paid officers of the state or county 
be carried on. 

Padded Cells Wanted. 

“Though it may seem a waste of 
time and words to emphasise the pre- 
sentments of several former grand ju- 
ries touching upon the subjects of a 
few padded cells for lunacy cases and 
suitable van for the transporting of 
prisoners to and from the jail and 
courthouse, we again mention these 
humane and imperative necessities,” 
says the jury, with regard to the jail, 
the general condition of which it com- 
mends. 

‘It also commends the management 
of the county convict camps. Like- 
wise does it report favorably ypon the 
almsnouse, except that it recommends 
that the inmates be put to work at 
beautifying the grounds, thus furnish- 
ing helpful employment for the in- 


mates “who at present, so we are in- 
formed, spemd their entire time in 


slothful idleness.” 

It recommends tTadical steps for the 
collection of near beer taxes from de- 
linqguents. It joins former grand juries 
in condemning the justice court sys- 
tem and recommending the substitu- 
tion of minor courts. 

Juvenile Court Commended. 

In regard to the juvenile court, it 
Says: 

“We can not too strongly commend 
the efficient work of this court but 
in doing so we can not too strongly 
condemn the inadequate facilities pro- 
vided in our detention home for the 
young. The lack of facilities is a 
monumental shame and disgrace to our 
enlightened community.” Continuing, 
the grand jury urges that a suitable 
detention home be built at once. 

It finds all county records and offices 
in good condition and all records safe 
except those of the tax collector. 

It recommends that the county rent 
the quarters formerly occupied by the 
Guarantee Trust and Savings Company, 
in the Temple Court building at Ala- 
bama and Pryor streets, and houge the, 
tax collector and - his office records 
there, in a central location with steel 
vaults available for guarding the rec- 
ords against fire and theft. It reeom- 


mends that the tax books be kept open 


from F@>bruary 1 to July 1. 
Another Court Needed. 

Delay in bringing accused persons to 
trial before the eriminal courts is 
charged by the grand jury to the lim- 
ited capacity of those courts; and a 
eonsequent miscarriage of justice aren 
poenlta. the Apnlaw 
volves an unnecessary expense for 
feeding the prisoners. The jury strong-

New York, May 4.—In the two hours 
of today’s session on the stock ex- 
change there was additional evidence 
that the market continues to suffer 
from a surfeit of manipulation and iji- 
advised speculation. Prices were ir- 
regular at the outset, failing in this 
particular to respond to London's close, 
which recorded a majority of gaing for 
our securities. Dealings in tne early 
stages here were comparatively light, 
but became more active in the course 
Of the first hour, at the expense of 
quoted values. Reading and United 
States Steel. were agai nthe main ob- 
jects of attention on the part of the 
Dear party, and signs of liquidation of 
long stock wWeresnot altogether lacking. 
Support during) the early period was 
Only half-heart at best. 

The movement became more normal 
in the second hour, but before that al- 
most a score of stocks ranging from 
the important to the insignincant, had 
yielded from 1 to almost 2 points.

Crude cotton seed oil was a 
factor of material strength ang firm 
Lids at 45c per gallon failed to bring 
out sizable quantities in any gection. 

The reactionary tendency displayed 
at intervals wag looked upon as a 
Fealthy feature to a bull market and 
several prominent advocates of higher 
brices Were glad to see the market 
Lehave so well. Declines in July, Au- 
Gust and September were severe at 
times, becnuuse the reaction reached 
geveral stc; loss orders and disiodged 
pyramids Which were built up during 
the upwaitd swing. Ag soon as the 
Se'ling pressure wag withdrawn, prices 
recovered rapidly and the full strength 
of the market's position was vividly 
disclosed. Southern interests were 
persistent buyers al] the week, while 
the west appeared to be the largest 
sellers.

Yesterday I sat down 
and tried to reason with him, but he 
grew angry and started at me with an 
open razor, saying, ‘| have threatened 
to kill the whole family and I am 
going to start in on you.’ I shot him. 
I belleved that he would have killed 
me and possibly other members of the 
family,”

Washington, May 4.—<(Special.)— 
Agreement was reached in the senate 
today to vote on the employers’ Ma- 
bility and workmen's compensation bill 
on Monday afternoon. Most of the 
day's session was taken up with an ex- 
planation of the measure by Senator 
Hoke Smith, of Georgia, who is vigor- 
ously opposed to the bill. 
While denying that a 
against the bill was under way, dSen- 
ator Smith and Senator Reed, of Mis- 
souri, have kept up a continuous fight 
the: measure for three days. 
This bill has the support of Pres!- 
dent Taft and hag been indorsed by 
national organizations of laboring men. 
Senator Smith announces, however, 
that he is in receipt of telegrams 
from lodges of trainmen in all parts 
of the country announcing they have 
awakened to the injustice the bill 
and would now openly oppose it except 
for the fear that their charters would 
be forfeited by action of the national 
lodge. This morning he had read into 
the record a telegram from a New 
York local lodge of trainmen protest- 
ing against the passage of the Dill. 
While the democrats in the main will 
vote against the bill, there seems (to 
he enough support to insure the pas- 
sage of the measure. No considera- 
tion has yet been given to it in the 
house, and there is good reason to be- 
lieve that action will be deferred in 
the house until next winter.

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‘GRAPHIC PICTURE OF FLOOD 


BY THE WAR DEPARTMENT 


Washington, May 4.—A graphic pic- 
ture of the tremendous struggle now 
in progress in the lower Mississippi 
valley between the engineers and the 
flood waters is presertegd in the sum- 
mary of conditions as they exist to- 
day, issued by the war departmient, as 
follows, in part: 

“A stream of water six feet deep and 
700 feet wide is pouring through the 
crevasse at Torras at the rate of 14 
miles an hour, yet the river continues 
to rise and torrential rains are re- 
ported alonig the Bayou des Glaizes and 
the Atchafayala section. 

“At Cairo the water has risen to 49 
feet; ' a slight decline is reported in 
the vicintty of Helena, while condi- 
pers at Memphis remain unchanged. 
A sifght fall is reported by Major 
Woodruff in the flooded area north of 
Greenville and in the lower Yazoo 


district, but the effect of recent rains 


in the drainage basin soon will be 
felt, ang no hope for better conditions 
can yet be held out to the inhabitants 
along the lower Mississippi. 

“Work has begun on the emergency 
loop below Filters, and reserve trains 
and supplies are now en route to this 
point. 

“Dispatches from New Orleans indi- 
cate that it is not expecteq that the 
levees on the Bayou des Glaizes and 
Atchafalaya will hold, and news that 
they have been torn apart by the flood 
is hourly expected. At Baton Rouge 
the city levee is but one foot above 
water and the levee may at any time 
crumble, 

“The river is rising rapidly at all 
points; the Plaquemine lock gates are 
ohly nine inches out of water. All 
railroad service west of Baton Rouge 
is suspended, wires are down and the 
conditions are becoming steadily more 
serious,”

New Orleans, May 4.—The pathetic 
scenes in the flood-stricken territory 
of Louisiana have ‘not been without 
their accompanying sidelights of hu- 
mor. 

A negro who had been fitteq out with 
clothing from toe to top at the Vicks- 
burg relief station, called the follow- 
ing day to exchange the brogan shoes. 
“Dese shoes is aH right, boss,” said 
the negro, “but it's gwine be pow’ful 
hot dis summah, an I want's swap ‘em 
foh a pair of low quahtdahs.” 


A visitor who arrived here today re-., 


lated the following amusing incident 
in connection with the rescue of four- 
teen ne@roes in Concordia parish. The 
negroes, mostly women and children, 
were taken into a motor boat. 

“The negro women were screaming 
at the top of their voices and crying,’ 
he said, “while some of the men were 
shouting to be saved ang moving rest- 
lessly about the boat, rocking and 
shaking it ine a dangerous manner. 
Finally, the man in charge of the boat 
told some of them that if they did not 
sit down and keep still he woulg knock 
them overboard with an oar. Even- 
tually they were quieted, just as they 
passed a cabin where a Woman and 


two children were surraqunded by wa- 
ter, but really in no danger. The 
woman was screaming at the top of 
her voice to be saved and was down 
on her knees, 

“Just then one of the women in the 
boat said, with a great laugh: ‘For 
de Lawd's sake, listen to dat old Mor- 
gan woman holler lke sumpin gwine 
ter happen.’ ” 

Assistant United States Engineer 
Douglas told of an. unusual scene 
along the Bayou des Glaize levees. A 
small band of white people were qown 
on their knees on a stretch of levee, 
praving, while 200 yards further down 
a bunch of care-free negroes were 
shooting craps, and at intervals be- 
tween, he said, other negroes were 
picking banjoes and dancinig. Thy 
negroes had received their first gov- 
ernment rations and were happy. 

Many amusinb incidents are told of 
the scramble among the negro women 
to get the pick of the discarded 
dresses which white women have con- 
tributed. It is not an unusual sight 
to see a negro woman strutting along 
the levees in a silk evening gown, and 
some of them are ‘sporting’ furs

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ARMY REACHES LIMIT OF RELIEF; 
SECOND APPEAL BY RED CROSS 


Washington, May 4.—The failure of 
congress to pass the resolution ap- 
propriating $420,000 for the relief of 
the flood sufferers along the Missis- 
sippi river caused the army today to 
Instruct Major Normoyle, in charge of 
the work at Memphis, to cease making 
contracts for supplies. and prompted 
the American Nationa] Red Cross so0- 
clety to issue a second urgent appeal 
for funds to take up the work of relief 
when the army stops. Urged to action, 
the house passed the relief resolution, 
but the measure still lacks the sanc- 
tion o¢ the senate. When the money is 
made available, only $179,000 of it will 
be left, the balance going to the com- 
missary department to refmburse © it 
for funds already spent from its regu- 
lar appropriation. 

While congress has been asked for 
only $420,000, it was declared today 
Commissioner Genera] Sharpe, of 
the army. that probably $850,000 would 


' be needed to take care of the situation. 
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The department's first estimate 
based on early, meager reports.

(Another peasant wanted 
by the committee.) But as Mustapha 
could not walk, a horse was sent. for. 
Mustapha wished to put on his slip- 
pers, but his feet were so swollen he 
could n get them on. I have not been 
able to work for eight months.” 

If this were an isolated case, it, 
would not be worth mentioning. It is 
a typical case of the liberty, frater- 
nity, equality and justice which the 
committee and partyof untonand prog- 
ress are meting out to the inhabitants 
of Macedonia. 

Albania Fares Still 

Albania is faring still worse. There 
the Young Turk in his stupidity is 
trving to crush out the national con- 
sciousness of the Albanian. Albania 
will be allowed to develop and prosper 
if it will hecome Turkized, but not oth- 
erwise, is the intention 
power in Turkey. The Albanians, in- 
tensely brave and individualistic, will 
never accept the condition. In April, 
thev helped save Constantinople 
depose Abdul Hamid. In 
the Moskem Albanians of 
Albania revolted and were ‘cruelly 
suppressed. In April, 1911, the Chris- 
tian Albanians of western Albania re- 
volted and came s0 néar to success 
that the Turks compromised with 
them, but only after a chapter of cam- 
paign atrocities that should have made 
Europe shudder. The Albanian ques- 
tion has only just hegun. It needs 
to he solved by an unselfish Europe, 
and is as werthy of being Solved by in- 
adependence as was the Hellenic ques- 
tion four generations ago. 

The Adana massacres of April, 1909, 
were cleverly laid at the door of the 
‘“Hamidian reactionaries.”’ Later in- 
vestigation and subsequent évents 
have revealed the responsibility of the 
Young Turks in this affair. The black- 
ness of that blot‘on the Young Turks 
out even against the somber 
tone of so many of their other deeds. 

It is in vain that the committee of 
union and prorress, or its ruling party 
of the same name, or anv other of the 
spokesmen of Turkey, issue manifes- 
toes and write open letters to the 
Furopean press pledging their word 
that reforms have been accomplished 
and that reforms will h- accomplished. 
The underlying facts and motives of 
present-day Turkish rulJe are painfully 
patent to anyone who has been livéng 
in Ottoman territory for the last two 
or three years. A Constitution! LIb- 
erty! Equality! Fraternity! Justice!— 
in theory, but that is all. There is not 
the least si~n of any heart-reform. In- 
competent Turkish officials are every- 
where in power. The program for the 
future is that they shall-remain in 
power. Where justice is done in in- 
dividual cases, it is generally to cre- 
ate an invwpression, or it is done under 
the pressure of the minority party 
who are making heroic efforts to save 
thefr country. The good and capable 
official, or the official who merely is 
elever enough to know that in justice 
lies the one hope of safety, is the 
rarest exception. 

The minority party, recently given 
an effective organization, is founded 
on and rooted in the principle of the 
equality of the different races and in 
ample freedom for the development of 
each race without any coercion in the 
matter of schools, language, relégion 
or customs. The sultanate must, of 
course, remain in the dynasty of Os- 
man: and the Ottman sultan must, in 
the logic of events, so far as one can 
gee, continue to be the caliph of the 
Mohammedans of the world. But these 
two axioms are not incompatible with 
the happy development and unreserved 
loyalty of Armenian, Greek, Bulgarian 
or Christian Albanian. With the ex- 
ception of certain Greeks obsessed 
with the “Big Idea” of a mighty Hel- 
lenic empire, there is no subject race 
in Turkey which would not, by a great 
Ynafority, prefer to be a constituent 
part of a righteous empire than to run 
the risk of domination and absorption 
by a Buropean poweér., This does not 
|mean that there aré not thousands,

To be sure, Moslem fa-)' 
naticism and the counter-stubbornness | 
of the Christian population complicate 
the question; but on the higher plane 
cf humanity. setting aside all creeds 
and animosities of religion, the rule 
of the Turk is bound to go. Moslem 
Arabs and Moslem Albanians, if not ig- 
norant and superstitious, proclaim 
thelr hatred of their Moslem oppres- 
sors, the Turks... In common with the 
evinging Armenian, the dogged Bulga- 
rian and the angry self-confident 
Gireek, they despair of the Turk.

According to Ray Stannard Baker, in 
the May American Magazine, in which 
periodical Mr. Baker gives the first 
strike, he shows how the higher tariff 
has protected the employer in. the 
weclen industry, but how there is no 
protection for the worKers. Following 
is an extract: 

“One of the most pathetie things I 
heard while in Lawrence was the rea- 
son given by several different over- 
seers for the very low wages pald to 
some of the adult foreign workmen. 
They told the stories almost as mill 
jokes—so little did the tragic aspect 
impress them. Thev told how they 
were plagued by adult Italian men, 
odied, straping fellows, who 
would steal by the watchman and get 
into the mill, or wait days on end out- 
side to get a moment with the “boss” 
and then beg and beseech him, with 
rgse we Sticulations Which supply a 
want of language, for a job where they 
could make any wages at all. There 
are Many able-bodied men today in the 
Lawrence mills doing children’s jobs, 
taking children’s places and receiving 
tne puititul children’s wages—so eager 
are they to have something coming in. 
what chance has an unprotected, unor- 
ganized workman in making his bar- 
gain with a $60,000,000 corpiration? 

“Capital intensely organized and 
protected, labor fiercely competitive 
and unprctective; these are the rocks 
and support for modern industry. The 
presence cf tuirtyv nationalities strug- 
gling for labor in Lawrence has en- 
abled the mill owners not only to pay 
the lowest waxes, but to drive the 
workmen ever harder, ever faster. If 
a man does not like what he gets— 
if he is sick, or old—why it is easy to 
turn him out and fill his place. As I 
went among the tenements of ILaw- 
rence I was struck by the extraordina- 
rv.abs. nce of old men and old women. 
Very few of them, indeed, are brought 
from Europe: the mills want = only 
strength and health—and when they 
have skimmed the cream of youth from 
humanity, the remnant goés to. th» 
scrap heap with their half-used ma- 
chinery. 

“In the same way in which they are 
able to play man against man, or men 
against children, they are able to play 
race against race. Onevof the bosses 
told me with some pride how he once 
threatened the Poles who were em- 
plejsed almost exclusively in one of 
his department (for men with the 
same language and the same friends

TWO-COLOR PRESS 


Herman Agricola Secures 
Patent and Will Or- 
ganize Company. 


A new style two-color press, invent- 
ed and patented by an Atlanta printer, 
may bring about a new epoch in the 
world of color printing. Immediately 
following the organization of a stock 
company, the product will be placed 
upon the market, and manufactured 
in Atlanta. 

Herman Agricola, a linotype operator 
on The Constitution, is the inventor 
and patentee of the press. Yesterday 
it was exhibited before a group of in- 
terested capitalists in the Forster Print- 
ing Company’s plant, and worked sat- 
isfactorily. 

The company, when organized, will 
be known as the Agricola’ company. 
Phe press is designed to print one or 
two tones, and as many as four colors 
on one impression. It does away with 
the handicap of weighty discs and 
lightens the weight of the press by 
several pounds. Many expert press- 
men, upon examining the invention, 
say it will find a ready demand in the 
world of color printing, because of the 
automatic distribufion from the rollers 
to the forms inétead of from the inking 
discs as in the pfesent type of color 
press. 


HIS WIF E LOST, 


“I Would Have Killed Him, 
Had I Known Truth,” 
Says Batta. 


“I shot myself, but if I had known 
the truth I would have Killed the 
man who poisoned the heart of my 
wife and made her turn against me.” 

Eugene I. Batta, would-be suicide, 
made this statement to Detectives 
Webb and Bullard Saturday afternoon, 
and opened the prison doors for his 
wife and Gilbert Bodough, both held 
under suspicion. Batta told the whole 
miserable story of the affair. He de- 
nounced a friend, whom he charges 
with having turned his wife against 
him. 

Battg will recover from the wound, 
according to the surgeons of the Grady 
hospital. The bullet which he fired 
into his own breast following a quar- 
rel with his wife at their home, 407 
Fraser street, entered to the right side 
of-the left breast and passed beneath 
the heart.

“In the general scope of the recom- 
mendations by the committee will be 
the special suggestions for more com- 
plete provisions for American inspec- 
tion of trans-Atlantic steamships,” the 
senator said; “adoptidn of rules and 
regulations to protect life at sea, and 


' to make ocean traffic as safe as human 


effort can make it, based on interna- 
tional regulations, probably.”

laid up with sore arms and lame legs, | 
from which players on rival teams are; 
suffering just now. It's good manage- 
ment, coupled with luck, that is. keep- 
ing the Giants in fighting trim.

Oleomargarine and the Cost of 
Living. 

Judson C. Wetuver, the Washington 
correspondent of Farm and Fireside. 
eontributes an article to the current 
festie of that periodica] on politics and 
oleomargarine. He tells about a new+ 
bill being considered by congress which 
proposes to stop frauds and substitu- 
tions and put oleomargarine in a posi- 
tion that will compel it to seek its 
place in the market strictly on its 
merits. It is proposed that oleomarga- 
rine must be put.“ap in packages of 
one to five pounds, every package seal- 
ed and an internaj revenue so affixed 
that it must be broken in the process 
of opening the packuge, just as the 
stamp is arranged on a cigar box. This 
seal posNively must not be broken by 
anybody except the consuming buyer. 
On the package must be placed, by in- 
Genting the letters in such manner 
that they wil! remain plain, wording 
to indicate clearly that the content is 
Gleomargarine. Advocates of the bill 
insist that it would make the business 
respectable, let the user know what he 
was getting and give the poor people, 
who Want oleo and want it as cheap 
as possible, a chance to save some- 
thing on it.”

“There isn't any doubt that the high 
prices of butter of late have had to do 
with some revulsions of feeling tn fa-

vor of oleo. There are unquestionably 
some new elements in the situation, 
and the cost-of-living question is one 
of the most important, probably quite 
the most important, of these. There 
are a lot of people in this country who 
insist on lubricating their staff for the 
descent of the esophagus, and they | 
haven't the price of butter. They have 
been assidiously plied with the idea | 
that oleomargarine would be cheaper; | 
perhaps would be the means of mak- 
ing butter cheaper. The dairy people 
will make a great mistake if they re- 
fuse to recognize that the ancient prej- 
udice against oleo as a substitute, a 
fraud, a delusion and a snare tgs weak- 
ening rapidly: In the first place, oleo- 
margarine is better, on the average, 
than it useu to be. It is not necessary 
to have it colored, or to palm it off 
as butter in order to sell ae vast 
amount of it. True, there is a great 
amount sold fraudulently as butter, 
and the frauds ought to be stopped. 
But there is a good deal more sold 
frankly as oleomargarine and it is a 
serious question whether the time has 
not come when the legitimacy of the 
business will have to be recognized.”

Preparations Elaborate. 

Macon, with her 40,600 inhabitants—

CONSTITUTION 


HUMANIZING RELIGION. 

If a report presented by twenty-four bishops of the Methodist 
Episcopal church, north, at the general conference in Minneapolis, 
is . written into. the church’s organic law, theater-going, dancing, 
card ‘playing and ‘other ‘amusements heretofore on the denomina- 
tion’s index expurgatorius will be left to the individual conscience 
and not visited with the penalty of expulsion or discipline. | 

‘The change proposed is wholly in accord with the spirit of the 
twentieth century interpretation of religion. The creed of our day 
holds that humanity is not saved or damned’ by adherence to a 
starched and conventional denominational standard, but by the in- 
dividual acts of the man and the woman, wrought out with regard 
to, or ignoring the dictates of conscience. In the last analysis, we 
all stand or fall by our own conception and practice of good and 
evil, and the definitions of the two are almost as many and varied 
as the number of persons by whom they are affected. 

For some people, the amusements banned by the Methodist, or 
any other church, are as spiritual poison. For others, they have no 
baneful influence. In either case, to draw an arbitrary line and to 
say, “thus far shalt thou go, and no farther,” is to dangle before 
weak human nature the scriptural apple that led to Eve’s downfall; 
to issue a challenge to it to go wrong, and then to penalize that 
wrong-doing. . 

Here and there it is questioned why folk stay away from church 
and why organized religion lacks the appeal that formerly made it 
so powerful. If there is any substance in the argument, it is to be 
found in the fact that in some instances the denomination has 
drawn its lines too rigidly. Prohibiting diversions that may be in 
themselves wholly innocent, they have either put a premium upon 
hypocrisy or made religion, so-called, so unlovely and harsh and 
forbidding as to repel those who would otherwise be drawn to it. 
The life of Jesus, for instance, did not once deviate from duty, and 
the elements of suffering and of melancholy were not absent from 
it. But its every development placed emphasis upon the individual 
equation, and throughout its brief span ran cheerfulness and sun- 


shine, sweetness and light. 
That is the spirit in which the world is gradually beginning 


to accept religion. 
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IN FAIRNESS TO A FAIR FIGHTER. 


Commenting upon the results of the presidential primary, 
Pleasant A. Stovall, editor of The Savannah Press, says: 


One thing more, there was a good deal of criticism of the state democratic 
executive committee fn providing for the plurality plan for the popular vote 


to command the nomination in Georgia. Now that Mr. Underwood has carried 
the state he will have every delegate. If Governor Wilson had carried the 
state, he would have had every delegate. There will be no wrangling, as in 
Michigan and Illinois, where the police and militia were called out to quell 
the disturbances; there will be no bolting conventions, and there will be no 
confusion, as there is in Massachusetts, where Taft carried the state and yet 
where Roosevelt delegates were elected. The question of selecting delegates by 
popular vote was impractical. So the state democratic executive committee 
provided the plurality plan of instructing for the national candidate, leaving 
the detail of electing delegates to a state convention. This does not mean that 
candidates for governor and other officers will not be chosen as usual by the 
county unit plan. Now that the Underwood people have carried the state we 
presume we will hear no criticism of the method of so selecting delegates to 
the Baltimore convention. This was a preferential primary, and the people for 
the first time have determined upon the candidate who is to be supported in 
the national convention. It was, in fact, a presidential referendum. 

We are unable to agree with Mr. Stovall and the others who 
approve the position taken by those who defend the action of the 
state executive committee that while the county unit plan may be 
good for state primaries, there was no reason why it should be 
adopted in securing the expression of the state in the presidential 
primary. It seems to us that if the county unit plan is good for one, 
it is equally as good for the other. ; 

It is gratifying, however, to see that Mr. Stovall practically 
concedes that the August state primary will be held under the 
county unit plan. Chairman Wright of the state committee, in 
defending the action of the committee, took the position that in 
ordering the August primary the county unit plan would prevail. 

- But in justice to Mr. Stovall it gives The Constitution pleasure 
to sav that of all the Wilson partisans in Georgia he made the fair- 
est, the cleanest, most tolerant and straightforward fight for his 
candidate. Nothing else was to have been expected of Pleas Stovall. 
From first to last The Press, under Mr. Stovall, confined itself to 
the legitimate issues of the campaign. Not once did it descend to 
mean or irrelevant innuendo. From start to finish it conceded, 
even acclaimed, the high ability and character of Oscar Underwood.

ENGLAND'S TITANIC PROBE. 


No sooner does the probe of the United States senate commit- 
tee into the catastrophe of the Titanic lose its major appeal, than 
the similar investigation inaugurated by England comes. forward 
with promise of even more conclusive revelations. 

The inquiry in Great Britain is conducted by the board of trade, 
with jurisdiction over matters maritime, and in the presiding chair | 
will be Lord Mersey, the British wreck commissioner. 

Without disparaging the efforts made by the senate commit- 
tee to uncover the salient facts leading up to and following the 
world’s greatest sea disaster, there 1s hardly any doubt that Eng- 
land’s efforts in the same direction will clear up many important de- 
tails that could not have been reached by the most diligent methods 
on this side of the water. 

The Titanic was, in the first place, a British vessel, constructed 
under the laws of that country and amenable directly to the author- 
ity of the English government. There will be available to the board 
of trade much technical evidence and many expert witnesses be- 
yond the jurisdiction of the United States. Additionally, there is 
a sense of world-responsibility driving Great Britain, and likely to 
make the inquiry much keener and more unsparing than the one 
hastily improvised in New York and Washington. The probe will 
be hedged with all the powers and restrictions of a high judicial 
court, and those methodical and remorseless British judicial pro- 
cesses that are the admiration of civilization and the despair of the 
guilty will be brought to bear on the situation. 

The inquiries, both inthis country and in England, will be of 
benefit chiefly in disclosing the future precautions that need to be 
taken to obviate a duplication of the tragedy. Endless condemna- 
tion and the visiting of the severest punishment will not bring back 
a single life. But it is possible to arrive at definite conclusions, and

Give the burglar a term in the peni- 
tentiary or shoot him, if you will, but, 
for conscience’'s. Sake, don’t reform 
him! We need him in our business. He 
is worth tc us every day of the year 
tenfold more than he ever costs us. 
Looking at the matter wholly trom an 
oe and pee go point of view, 
we can better do without th breache 
than the burglar. . er 

Exterminate the burglar, and seven- 
ty thousand persons would be out of 
work, and more than forty-five million 
dollars a year withdrawn from trade. 

There are alone no less than twentv- 
five thousand good American citizens 
earning their livelihood ag private 
watchmen, at a combined Salary of 
something like seventeen million dol- 
lars a year. And all because of the 
burglar. 

More than a million dollars’ capital 
is invested in the manufacture of 
burglar alarms of different devices, and. 
either directly or indirectly, fully two 
thousand law-abiding family men are 
dependent for their daily bread upon 
this branch of industry. And there 
are forty manufacturers of safes— 
burglar-proof safes—with a combined 
capital of six million dollars, paying 
out each year for wages and material 
nearly four million dollars, and giving 
support to no less than four thousand 
workers—mechanics, laborers, clerks, 
bookKeepers, salesmen, and so _. on. 
What would become of these men and 
women and all the millions of invested 
capital, should the burglar hearken 
to the voice of Moses and quit his 
stealing? : 

Then, there are the makers and the 
sellers of firearms. Five hundred thou- 
sand guns a year are sold for family 
use as a protection against burglars; 
representing a gross revenue of some- 
thing like three and a half millions. 
Without the burglar, what would this 
business look like? Like the center of 
a doughnut. And those families that 
are afraid of pistols keep dogs, watch- 
dogs, and the trade in watch-dogs

“COST OF LIVING 


bvery Back Yard Can Work Out 
This Important Problem, 


Directions for Utilizing Wasted 
Space—Cost of ‘Production 
No More Now Than Former- 
ly—The Middleman Gets the 
Profit. 


There is no good reason why the 
occupant of a small lot in city or town 
should complain about the high cost 
of living in the summer time, if he 
is willing to endure sore muscles for 
a brief period and to undertake, per- 
haps, unaccustomed labor with a spade 
and rake. 

Every back yard on which thé sun 
shines with reasonable warmth can 
be made to produce fresh vegetables 
enough to supply the average family 
in abundance and a variety not sur- 
passed by the menus of expensive ho- 
tels. 

Every food requirement can be met 
with vegetables grown in the back 
yard garden. It is indeed difficult 
to find the soil or location which will 
not produce good crops if proper skill 
and care be used in fertilizing and 
preparing the soil and in choosing the 
seed. 

Statistics have proved that the high 
cost of living is not due to increased 
expense in producing food, but that 
the big proportion of the high prices 
goes to the middlemen. Every owner 
of a garden is independent of the mid- 
dleman. No time may be lost by the 
man who wants to try gardening in 
preparing the ground and sowing the 
seed. 

Points About Sowing Seed. 

In sowing seed in pots or beds from 
which: the young plants are to be 
transplanted to their permanent posi- 
tions, carefully consider moisture and 
temperature. 

Pure sand and leaf mould or a good 
potting soil mixed with white sand will 
give a good soil for the purpose. 

Soil for sowing seeds should never 
be mixed with manure. The seedg usu- 
ally require a much lighter soil than 
the mature plants used. 

Never drench your seed beds or pots, 
as that will weaken even strong, sound 
seeds. Water thoroughly enough to 
moisten the soil throughout, as a moist 
surface and a dry subsoil is evil. Seeds 
should never be allowed to become 
perfectly dry after they have begun to 
sprout. 

Good drainage is an essential point. 
A layer of broken pots placed in the 
bottom of the pot or bed in which 
the seed are started will be found a 
great aid to drainage. Do not sow in 
deep pots or boxes, as shallow ones 
require much less attention in regard 
to drainage. 

Where the seed is sown in the open 
with no intention of transplanting the 
small plants, then these directions 
should be observed as to drainage and 
watering as far as possible. 

Vegetables for Back Yards. 

The prdblem of the city garden has 
been worked out in many years’ ex- 
perience. In most American cities 
market gardening On vacant lots has 
been practiced for more than a decade 
and results have been noted by ex- 
perts. Soil conditions are usually un- 
favorable and a careful selection of 
suitable varieties of vegetables must 
be made to get results. Here is a list 
of varieties which have been found 
profitable, given in order of their 
merit: 

Round Red Radishes—Sown in not 
more than 15 feet of a row at a time 
unless a large quantity is desired. 

Leaf lettuce, notable the Hanson va- 
riety; make sowings a month. apart. 

Tomatoes—Set out the plants and 
prune when a good crop of fruit is 
set so they will ripen. 

Beets—When they are two or three 
inches high and you thin out the rows, 
transplant them to where radishes 
have been. cutting off most of the 
tops or they will not survive. 

Wax Beans—Especially Wardwell’s 
Kidney, will outyield all others and 
may be planted again and again until 
six weeks before frost is due. 

Corn—Use early kinds and plant a 
big enough patch so the grains will 
be pollenized. 

Cabbage, onion sets, from which ten- 
der, young onions may be raised quick- 
ly, and carrots for the winter are ex- 
cellent in the city garden. Keep the 
soil joose, the weeds out and give the 
plants plenty room. Do not crowd. 


COTTON EXPORT 
RECORDS BROKEN 


Brunswick Port Ships 100,000 
More Baies This Year 
Than Ever Before. 


Brunswick, Ga., May 3.— (Special. )— 
With the sailing of the British steam- 
er Thistleban for Liverpool tomorrow, 
Brunswick's cotton season comes to @ 
close and with it the end of the most 
successful period in cotton shipments’ 
in the history of the port. With the 
sailing of the Thistleban fifty cotton 
steamers in all will have cleared this 
port for the season of 1911-12, an 
all records for a single season are 
broken by over 100,000 bales, In the 
aggregate, which includes that shipped 
on the Clyde line steamers to New 
York, 400,000 bales have crossed the 
Brunswick bar for domestic and for- 
eign ports. The shipment of the best 
season up to the one now closing was 


and the Far Eastern islands and dependencies offer stable mar- 
kets to the cotton and other goods of this section. 

The prospect is not without its obstacles that must be over- 
come. Foremost among these is the tendency of southern, as well 
as northern manufacturers, to ignore the local customs and prac- 
tices in the foreign lands they invade. Every other great manu- 
facturing nation seeking world-trade has seen. the wisdom of con- 
forming to the desires and precedents of the countries they would 
make customers. The most notable exception to this common 
sense rule is found in the United States. .We neglect the establish- 
ment of proper banking or exchange facilities in export countries. 
We send otir goods, mainly, in slipshod and unattractive packages. 
We try to force upon our international customers not what they 
want and have been accustomed to having, but what we think they 
should want. It is this condition that today holds the greatest 
menace to America occupying that commanding station in world- 
commerce to which its advantages and resources entitle it.

One of the most ancient and honor- 
able trades in history is the trade of 
the woodsman, the man who fells the 
forest and prepares the timber for the 
lumber mills. The Galilean peasant! 
was a carpenter. Part of his duty was) 
to go out on the mountain side and 
fel! the tree, and then with three or 
four of his companions bring it down 
ir.to the little village of Nazareth and 
there whip-saw it into timber. This 
simple, wholesome life produced Abra.- 
ham Lincoln and some of the strongest 
of those men who have helped to make 
this nation great. 

“But what is the story today?” asks 
Reymond Robins, in The Survey. “The 
woodsman has gone... The lumber 
dustry is a degenerate trade. 
casual laborerg of the great cities, 
human drift, gathered together in 
Zroups, are sent up to the logging 
camps, there to live for three or four 
months in a more or less anti-social 
condition, sleeping and eating, all men, 
in great bunkhouSe tents. Ours is the 
only -country in western civilization 
that has developed to any high degree 
a casual labor class—great armies of 
homeless men and boys, divorced from 
all social responsibility, from any real 
lecal obligation. 

“There are some seventeen crafts in 
this country that are degenerate trades 
im the sense that they have lost their 
standard, that the men engaged in them 
cease to be craftsmen, but are engaged 
in casual labor.

German  Scholar’s 


Teaching. 

In the current issue of Farm and 
Fireside appears the following: 

“Lejag before much was known about 
chen™. try. the ancient farmers learn- 
@q that crops grown after clover were 
larwer and better than others. About 
fifty years ago a German scholar found 
out why it was. He learned that there 
was more nitrogen in the soil after a 
crop of clover had been grown on it 
than before; and later it was found out 
that the little while balls, or ‘nodules,’ 
on the clover roots are the homes of 
bacteria which gather nitrogen from 
the air and leave it in the soil for the 
crop of the next year But after clover 
hag been grown off and on for a good 
many years, it would hardly grow on 
some fields, and the land was called 
‘clover sick.’ Really the clover was 
not sick. The soil was in such bad 
shape that the little nitrogen-making 
bacteria could hardly grow. Now. why 
was this? “ People, then, did not know. 

“Any growing crop takes up from 
the soil certain things as food, but in 
taking this plant food it finds some 
mixtures that it cannot use, and these 
are thrown off by the little roots and 
left in the soil. This mixture left in 
the soil is often harmful to the next 
crop of the same kind. 

“No two crops need just the same 
kind of plant-focd mixtures, and so 
don’t throw off the same things; but 
the mixture that oats leave in the 
ground would be harmful to the next 
crop of oats, or wheat to wheat. But 
what oats leave is not harmful] to 
wheat. 

“Now all of our crops throw off these 
mixtures which they cannot use and 
they are all different, yet most of the 
grain crops leave a tiny bit of acid fr, 
the soil It is only recently that scien- 
tists working in tne depaftment of 
solls at*Washington have really found 
out about this acid. they have named 
it dihydroxystearic acid. That com-

Veterans Will Sleep 
on Old Review Ground. 


On Tuesday, Wednesday and Thurs- 
day between 10,000 and 15,000 veterans 
will sleep in tents at the same spot 
where Jefferson Davis reviewed the 
Georgia soldiers for the last time, in 
October, 1887. Visitors going between 
the business district of the city and 
the encampment grounds will pass the 
old house, from the balcony of which 
President Davis made his last address 
to the Georgia soldierg who fought and 
bled for the “lost cause.”’ 

It was on this occasion that the 
largest crowd ever gathered in Macon. 
There were more than 50,000 to see 
President Davis and the parade. It is 
believed that three times that number 
will be at the reunion hext week. 

Heading the procession which wend- 
ed its way up historic Mulberry street 
that day were such distinguished 
statesmen and soldiers as Genera] John

Around the site of the coming re- 
uniOnsis woven another bit of romance 
and history in the life of Jefferson 
Davis. For it was in this section that 
h® wag captured by the federal forces. 
He was brought to Macon and confin- 
ed in jail here. When the veterans as- 
sembled in Macon to gee their hero 
for what they thought was the last 
time, Mr. Davis, with union guards 
around him, spoke to men in gray 
uniforms, despondent and homeless. 
This was in 1866. 

Recently there came a letter to the 
reunion committee from Cadiz, Ky., 
Stating that Hazard P. Baker, a leu- 
terant of the lone bodyguard of 
President Davis when he was captured 
rear Washington, Ga., would come to 
the reunion. He was with Forrest 
until 1862, when he was mustered out 
of service. He then assisted in organ- 
izing the Second Kentucky cavalry, 
being with General Joe Wheeler. After 
the surrender at Appomatox he was 
designated to accompany the president 
and his cabinet south. When the cap- 
fure of the president took place there 
were only ten men left in the body- 
guard. 


Many Other Places of 
Historic Interest. 


There are many places in and near 
Macon rich in historic interest which 
will be visited by a majority of the 
reunion visitors. 

On the Forsyth road, just *a short 
distance from the city, is the large 
laboratory which wag started towards 


the close of the war when the south 
began to feel the sore need of a place 
for the preparation of medicines for 
her soldiers in the field and the women 
and children who had been left behind. 

This building was planned to cost in 
the neighborhood of $200,000. Colonel 
Tohy, a confederate refugee from New 
Orleans, and a chemist of prominence 
in the Pelican state, was to have heen 
the chemist in charge. He assisted the 
contractors and civil engineers in thea 
work, being indefatigable .in his ef- 
forts. The building was nearing com. 
pletion at the close of the war. 

The laboratory has withstood the 
ravages of time valiantly and still 
stands near the city where it is being 
used for commercial purposes. Much 
sentiment and history for Maconians 
and Georgians is wrapped in this old 
building, for not only was it built for 
Service to the south during the war, 
but two years later when Georgia 
turned to the reconstruction and re- 
demption of its industries laid low by 
the struggle, this building was used 
for the first state fair. 

Another building which was _  con- 
structed about the same time as the 
laboratory is the old confederate arm- 
ory. Most of this building has long 
since passed into ruins, but one wing 
remains to tel] the story, an obelisk 
to the patriotism of the section. 
Brass Cannon Made in 
Macon During the War. 

Another point of interest to visitors 
will be the building where brass can- 
non were made forthe use of the con- 
federate forces during the war. This 
edifice is known as tne Finley Iron 
works an, still stands at the corner 
of Third and Mulberry streets witbin 
a few blocks of the heart of the city. 

Until the middle of the year 1862 it 
was owned and operated as an iron 
foundry, and when the south began 
to realize that the civil war would 
last for some years, and the‘north be- 
came aware that ite boast af finiab-

ing the whole affair in ninety days 
was without foundation, the confeder- 
ate government leased the works cnd 
began to manufacture what were 
known as “Napoleon” cannon. 

It was one of the few factories used 
for this purpose by the confederate 
government and was one of the larg- 
est. Between 150 and 200 moulders 
and workers were employed at this 
Plant and the armies of the Shenan- 
doah and Virginia, as well as brigades 
all over the south uaving artillery, 
were supplied with cannon from the 
works at Macon. 

Every conceivable object was used in 
the manufacture of these arms. Scrap 
heaps were searched for old brass and 
iron and even church bells in the city 
were converted into cannon Dy this 
foundry. It was kept in operation un- 
til the close of the war.

Much ef the sinister effect is 
due to the sudden.and alarming de- 
crease in the steamship passenger traf- 
fic from New York. Wealthy Amertl- 
cans generally, still under the depress- 
ing, saddening influence of this tragedy 
of the sea, have lost all heart for ocean 
travel and indeeq have naturally ac- 
quired a hatred of the sea and ali that 
is of it. 

The effect of this mourning senti- 
ment in the United States upon fashion 
and society here, already disastrous, is 
likely to be worse as the summer ap- 
proaches. For Americans, especially 
these of the multimillionaire class 
who water society with gold, are the 
very Hfe and blood and soul of the 
summer season at the West End And 
the' cash ffom their plethoric pocket- 
books will be sadly missed by many 
impoverished English nobility, who in 
the character of “social promoters,” 
have been accustomed to derive a good 
part of their yearly income from the 
“newly rich” class with leanings to- 
ward royal recognitions at court. Be- 
hing the millionaires is the great body 
of well-to-do moderately wealthy 
Americans from New York, New Eng- 
land and the west and middle western 
states, who, having no socia] ambitions, 
spend money on their European hollt- 
day with almost prodigal extravagance. 
And these, tabooing the Atlantic with 
superstitious horror, will be sorely 
misseq by the London shopkeeper, to 
whom they are as so much profitable 


prey.

Having regard to the healthy mutual 
jealousy of the great towns, I feel that 

am carrying @udacity to the. point 
of foolhardiness when I state that the 
streets of every American city I saw 
reminded me on the whole rather 
strongly of the streets of all the oth- 
ers. What inhabitant of what city 
could forgive this? Yet I must state 
it. Much of what I have said of the 
Streets of New York applies, in my 
superfieial opinion, for instance, to 
the streets of Chicago. It is well- 
known that to the Chinaman all west- 
erners look alike. No tourist on his 
first visit to a country so astonish- 
ing as the United States is very dif- 
ferent from a Chinaman; the tourist 
should reconcile himself to that deep 
truth. It is desolating to think that 
a second visit will reveal to me the 
blindness, the distortions, and the 
wrong-headedness of my first. But 
even as a Chinaman I did notice sub- 
tle differences between New York and 
Chicago. As one who was brought up 
in a bleak and uncanny climate, where 
soft-coal is in universal use, I at once 
felt more at home in Chicago than I 
could ever do in New York. The old 
instinct to wash the hands and change 
the collar every couple of hours in- 
stantly returned to me in Chicago, to- 
gether with the old comforting con- 
viction that a harsh climate is a cli- 
mate healthy for body and spirit. And 
because it is laden with soot, the air 
of Chicago is a great’ mystifier and 
beautifier. Atmospheric effects may be 
seen there that are unobtainable with- 
out the combustion of soft coal, Thik, 
for example, as much as you please 
about the electric sky-signs of Broad- 
way—not all of them together will 
write as much poetry on the sky as 
the single word “Illinois” that hangs 
without a clue to its suspension on 
the murky dusk over Michigan avenue. 
The visionary aspects of icago are 
incomparable. 

Another difference, of quite another 
order, between New York and vig 
is that Chicago is self-conscious. Ne 
York is not; no metropolis ever is. You 
are aware of the self-consciousness of 
Chicago as soon as you are aware of 
its bitumen. The quality demands 
sympathy, and wins it by its wistful- 
ness. Chicago is openly anxious about 
its soul. I liked that. I wish I could 
see a livelier anxiety concerning the 
municipal soul

CHAPTER, U. D. C. OF GRIFFIN 


Soon after peace had been proclaim- 
ed and while the battlefield smoke yet 
clouded the southern horizon, memo- 
rial associations were formed. 

It was in Griffin, Ga., that one of 
the first was organized. Mrs. Isaa: 
Winship was the first president; Mrs. 
L. R. Brewer, the second; Mrs. W. R. 
Haniieter, third; Mrs. J. N. Bell, @he 
fourth, and Mrs. T. J. Collier the fifth 
president. 

Some of the active workers during 
these trying times were: 

Mr. Charles F. Newton, Mrs, Wooten, 
Miss Lizzie . Wooten, Mrs, William 
Mickleberry, Mrs. Green, Mrs. A. M 
Nelms, Mrs. J. M. Daniel, the moth- 
er of Judge R. T. Daniel, and Mrs. A 
D. Nunnally, the mother of Mr. James 
H. Nunnally, of Atlanta. 

The first work of the Ladies’ Memo- 
rial Association was the erection of a 
monument in the confederate soldiers’ 
cemetery. This was in 1869, when 
Colonel James 8. Boynton delivered the 
unveiling address. The money for this 
monument Was raised by private sub- 
scription and by the work of the la- 
dies. Different kinds of entertain- 
ments were given and at many of these 
Mrs, J. N. Bell, possessing a lovely 
voice, sang many beautiful songs. 

Very soon after its organization, one 
of the most difficult tasks undertaken 
by the memorial association was to 
put the cemetery in order. During the 
war, dead soldiers from nearly every 
southern state were buried in Stone- 
wall cemetery. These soldiers, dying 
in hespitals or killed on the battlefield,. 
were rushed here by the confederate 
government and were buried in-great 
haste and disorder. These graves were 
rearranged in regular order by the 
loving and tender hands of the ladies, 
who compose the memorial association: 
Mrs. Winship and Mrs, Brewer supe-- 
intended in person the removal of th: 
bodies of confederate dead, who had 
been buried on the battlefields betwee 
Griffin and Jonesboro. This required 
much time and labor. 

After erecting the monument, the 
ladies began to collect money for mar- 
ble slabs at the head and foot of each 
grave, and in a very short time these 
were placed. Then each member wa 
assigned a lot in the cemetery to which 
she gave her personal attention, vis- 
iting every week, planting beautiful 
flowers and keeping it in good order. 
After placing the slabs they erected 
a pavilion in the cemetery and built 
a fence around the lot. . 

Mrs, T. J. Collier, the last presided: 
of the association, held the office only 
a short time, when it was merged intc 
the United Daughters of the Confed- 
eracy in April, 1898. The chapter wa: 
named the James 8S. Boynton chapter 
in honor of Colonel James 8. Boyn- 
ton, of the Thirtieth Georgia regiment. 
Mrs. Jdmes 8. Boynton was unanimous- 
ly elected president; Mrs. M. J. Daniel 
first vice president; Mrs. W. “J. Kin- 
caid, second vice president; Mrs, T. J. 
Collier, treasurer; Miss Rosalvn Reid, 
recording secretary; Miss Florrie Jear 
Richards, corresponding secretary, and 
Mrs. & Taylor, hi.

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first this chapter has been wideawake 
and prosperous. All the years tha 
have passed seem to bring increased 
enthusiasm and determination to do 
all possible for the good of the gol- 
diers and their descendants. 

In 1908, the chapter decided to ere 
another monument ‘in honor of our 
living and dead heroes. The mone. 
for this monument, $3,000. was raised 
by private subscription and by giving 
dinners and entertainments, Mrs. Ww. 
J. Kincaid, as chairman of this fund, 
was untiring in her efforts and de- 
serves much credit for the erection of 
this monument. The monument was 
unveiled October 11, 1909, and Dr C 
©, Jones delivered the address. : 

Again in 1911 the chapter Planned 
another important undertaking—the 
erection of a substantial iron fence 
around the cemetery at a cost of $1,000. 
Many years ago Mrs, Boynton and Mrs. 
A. D. Nunnally agmeed to contribute 
$200 each for the purpose of building 
a good fence. The money given by 
Mrs. Nunnally had been in the treas- 
ury for some time, and now amounted 
to $236. Mrs. Boynton gave her 
amount, and the remainder of the 
thousand dollars was raised by pri- 
vate subscription and by the efforts 
of the ladies. Mrs. R. F. Strickland, as 
vice president and chairman of the 
fence committee, rendered invaluable 


jassistance in the erection of this fence. 


In October, 1911, Boynton chapter, 
with the aid of Griffin; entertained the 
state convention.

| People with a moderate amount oft 
| money to invest will find information 
iwhich may be of great value to them 
in Edward Sherwood Meade's financial 
articles which are now a regular 
monthiy feature of Lippincott’s Maga- 
zine. Dr. Meade's theme this month is 
“Six Per Cent on the Land.” 

“SA farm mortgage does not differ 
essentially from any other mortgage,” 
he savs. “It is a promise to pay, one, 
two, five or ten thousand dollars in 
three or five years from date, and it 
is secured by the mortgage which con- 
vevs in trust to the lender the title to 
the mortgaged property.

he has sustained a loss on the capital 
value of his inve8tment. The investor 
in a farm mortgage, however, can get 
his money back from the borrower at 
the end of three or five years.

ATLANTA HELPS SUFFERERS — 
“THROUGH NEEDLEWORK GUILD 


On Tuesday, April 88, the president 
of the Atlanta branch of the National 
Needlework Guild received a request 
from the headquarters of the guild 
(Philadelphia, Pa.) to make a special 
collection of clothing for the sufferers 
in the flooded districts of the Missis- 
sippi states. 

Tuesday evening was spent by Mrs. 
E. T. Brown, president, and by the sec- 
retary putting the machinery of the 
guild’s system in motion. 

All the section presidents were tele- 
phoned to or written to that night. 
Section presidents notified their direc- 
tors and the directors notified their 
members, so that within twenty-four 
hours after the receipt of the call to 
Atlanta a thousand women had re- 
ceived a personal notification to gather 
and bring garments and bedding to 
Carnegie library, Friday, the 26th. 

Mr. Joseph Logan, of the Associated 
Charities, asked to join efforts with 
the guild, and desired the committee 
to extend the time of receiving gar- 
ments from Saturday noon to Monday 
noon.

Egan, of the Men and Religion For- 
ward Movement, the pulpits of the 
city joined in the work by announce- 
ments at the Sunday services, and ere 
the doors of Carnegie library were 
opened Monday all Atlanta seemed 
surging thitherward with packages, 
bundles, bags, trunks and boxes—some 
Securely tied up, some bursting as 
though with generosity, some little, 
some big, some fat, some lean—all 
containing evidence of a desire to aid 
the. suffering—and before 123 o'clock 
the committee was neck deep in cloth- 
ing and the piles so high that the 
doors could not be closed to keep out 
others that kept coming and coming 
while the sorting went on.

The Lifeboats. 


“Instead of having the 
ready to be lowered and filled 
minutes as required by the 
law,’ she said, “it took at =ileast 
ten minutes to untie the smail cords 
that were around the lowering ropes, 
the men not even having Knives with 
which to cut away the small lashings. 
While waiting for the boats to be freed 
I walked down to the end of the A 
deck saloon and took a glass of water, 
and returned and stood still several 
minutes before the boat was lowered 
to the level of the A deck, from which 
all the women were handed into the 
lifeboat.” 

To the question as to whether she 
had seen a lifeboat drill or fire drill on 
other boats, Mrs. Bucknell replied that 
she had seen many, and that she had 
always interested herself in all the 
methods pertaining to the life-saving 
processes. 

She referred to the fact that on 
many of the larger boats and with up- 
to-date equipment, there is posted on 
each passenger’s door the number of 
his or her lifeboat, and the number of 
the seat in the lifeboat, a most necés- 
sary precaution not observed on the 
Titanic. 

_ The Ten-Mile Struggie. 

In her stirring description of the ten- 
mile trip in the lifeboat, which began 
before 1 o'clock in the morning and 
lagted until 7, Mrs. Bucknell said: 

*Our lifeboat was number 18, and 
when the captain gave orders for it 
to be lowered it was manned by four 
men whom I afterwards discovered to 
be a steward and three ordinary sea- 
men. They did not seem to understand 
the lifeboats and the process of launch- 
ing the boat took a tantalizingly long 
time, 

“On the vessel there was beginning 
to be the tragedy about to descend. 
Wives and husbands were separated 
when the women were placed in the 
lifeboats. A few of the men became 
desperate and Captain Smith, who was 
standing by, said: ‘Be as brave as 
these women are; see how splendid 
they are.’ ' 

“Then to the men on our lifeboat 
he said: ‘There is a ship out there; 
take these women to it, and hurry 
back as speedily as possible.’

“I discovered none of 
the boat were trained oarsmen, not 
Knowing how to row in unison, and 
losing much time by colliding with the 
other oars. There was no one in 
charge of the boat, and after much 
disputing among them, the steward 
assumed command, 

“T asked them why 
obey the captain's commands 
quickly to the ship whose 
captain had pointed out to and 
return to save the others. The reply 
was, ‘There’s plenty of time: that ship 
won’t sink before 2 o’clock tomorrow 
afternoon,’ still. clinging to the idea 
of the ship’s unsinkable qualities. 

“"Won't it? I replied. 

“‘Look at those port holes: ther: 
goes one. See, the second has. gone, 
and the third js half under water. Are 
you going us here -until we,

“They could not row well, but did 
their best. It was tragic. I have 
known how to row for a good many 
years, having learned at my home on 
the lake in the Adirondacks, and I

women, tollowed my example, 
other woman in the party of 
five, and we began long 
the Carpathia a:nd—life. 

The First Shock. 

“At.times a hopelessness would DOS - 
sess the party and I found myself rea- 
s0ning with them,”

That horror in a sense had been 
lived through in the first shock when 
the ship struck the iceberg.” explained 
Mrs. Bucknell, for unlike many 
Vivors of the Titanic she feared 
worst at first. 4 
“My Stateroom happened to be onthe 
Bide of the ship which struck first, 
anc It seemed to me at that moment 
Of jar and thunder angd shock that 
the very bottom of the boat had been 
torn out—and it had. A moment after 
I saw gomething rise against the 
window which was white. At first 2 
thought it was a Spray of water, but 
it was the ice, and even before I was 
told there was danger, to make ready 
for the lifeboats, I had begun to put 
Om warm clothes and I directed my 
maid to do the same. 

“We were a mile from the Titanic 
when it struck,” Mrs. Bucknell con- 
tinued. “We continued to row toward 
the light, which ever seemed to recede. 
Soon I discovered that there was only 
one small lamp on board, no matches, 
ne compass, and when I mentioned this 
one of the seamen said it was possible 
to see by the stars at night and the 
sum by day. .I suggested 
bility of a heavy fog, but he said he 
did not think we would have to bother 
about it.

I thought it 
was the chief of the lifeboats—that 
they had drawn closer together, and }Y

“One of the sailors, looking In the 
seme direction, cried joyously, ‘We are 
saved! It is a steamer. see her 
masthead.’ 

“Our lantern was then lighted to 
full flame; the electric cane was flash. 
ei and when we looked again for the 
light Captain Smith had pointed out 
to us We found it had gone and we 
never learned what it was. Then soon 
the sun came up in all its glory, and 
we sighted the Carpathia about ten 
miles away. It gave us renewed cour- 
@ge and the bitter cold became more 
bearable; someone threw -.me a knit 
jacket. I wrapped this around the 
hands of the seaman besifie me and 
mY own, and side by sidd we rowed 
might and main for the rescue ship. 

“While we were rowing back, prac- 
tically the entire journey was made 
with twelve pairs of hands pulling the 
four oars, each of .the men assisted 
by two women.

The Atlanta is a city of 
bridges is due two reasons.

It is 
a noted fact in Atlanta’s history that 
the old Whitehall street crossing was 
known as a veritable death-trap, for 
at that place many people were killed 
and injured. 

In 1891 the

decided to erect the Forsyth street 
bridge. Forsyth street was selected 
rather than Whitehall, as it afforded 
easier approaches. This. bridge was 
buiit in 1891 by the> Phoenix Bridge 
Company, at a coast of $132,000. 

By this time Atlanta had awakened 
to the necessity, of bridges, so that 
the grade crossings could be abolish- 
ed. While there were other bridges 
not in the center of the city, such as 
Bell street and Edgewood avenue, the 
demand for bridges in the business 
section became imperative. The bridge 
at Bell street, by the way, is one of 
the oldest in the city; but just what 
year it was first erected I have not 
been able to ascertain. The present 
Bell street

a cost of $10,000. 

The present Edgewood avenue 
bridge was built by the Southern Ferro 
Construction Company in 1905, for 
$40,000. 

Caught the Bridge Fever. 

As I stated, the ecity fairly caught 
the bridge fever in the after 1891. ’ 

In 1898 the Mitchel!’ street viaduct 
was built by Grant Wilkins for $60,- 
000, and a dangerous grade crossing 
was abolished. 

The Whitehall street viaduct, 
most important of all of 
bridges, was built by Grant Wilkins, 
in 1901, for $71,000. The old White- 
hall stréet crossing was abolished, and 
the city’s notorious death-trap re- 
moved. The building of that viaduct 
did more to develop the business cen- 
ter nf the city than any one other 
one enterpriese the city ever fostered. 

The Peters street viaduct was built 
by Grant Wilkins in 1902 for $100,000. 
Next to the old Whitehall street. cross- 
Ing the Peters street crossing was con- 
sidered the most dangerous in the city. 

The Washington street viaduct was 
built by Grant Wilkins and the Oliver 
Company in 1906 for $127000. This 
bridge did not abolish any grade cross- 
ing, but extended Washington street to 
the north side to connect with Court-

Fight With Grain-Buying Trust 

Farm and Fireside Is publishing a 
series of articles by Edward G. Dunn, 
secretary of the farmers’ independent 
elevator association, in which is related 
the story of the emancipation of the 
grain farmers of the middle west from 
the grain-buying trust. The farmers 
around Burchinal, Iowa, discovered that 
they were not receiving from the ele- 
vators the value of their grain. They 
organized a co-operative grain. com- 
pany, built their own elevator and de- 
clared. war on the Iowa branch of the 
grain trust. -Their fight, which has 
been a long and hard one, has resulted 
in hundreds of independent grain ele- 
vators scattered over a number of 
states in the Mississippi valley. 

One of the most interesting features 
of the fight was that which had to do 
with marketing the grain in Chicago. 
All the commission _men in Chicago 
dealt exclusively with the grain-buy- 
ing trust at the beginning of the rre- 
Mr. Dunn reports his experiences 
along this line as follows:

If it is‘cold to the point of 
of discomfort, you will lie awake. 
Sixty degrees Fahr., or less, is a 
good temperature for a sleeping 
room. Be sure that the air of your 
bedroom is fresh. If it seems stale 
or stuffy open the windows wide and 
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either move actively about the room 
or go Into any other one while this 
freshening is taking place. It would 
be much better if the airing had con- 
tinued all day and the air were .as 
near the freshness of the out-of- 
doors as you could make it. 

If your head aches from the strain 
of the day, a bandage of cracked Ice 
should drive the excess of biood 
from the head and permit sleep, 

If, on the other hand, you are 
aenemic, and your feet are cold at 
night thrust them Into a tub of hot 
mustard water. Place the elbow In 
the water first to test its tempera- 
ture. If it is.too hot for the elbow 


it will certainly be too hot for the 


feet. 

If you are annoyed, while lying 
awake, by a gnawing of the stomach, 
proving that it is quite or nearly 
empty, forestall this by sipping a

HE alarming fact has now been established 
that the germs of the deadliest diseases 
that afflict humanity may be carried and 

transmitted by persons in apparently good 
health. 

It has been generally understood that this 
was true of typhoid fever, but it is now known 
that similar conditions prevail with regard to 

neumonia, diphtheria, infantile paralysis, scar- 
et fever, tuberculosis, spinal meningitis and 
other deadly diseases. 

Persons bear the germs of these diseases 
ebout with them for years and communicate 
them to others, but never suffer themselves in 
the slightest way. The facts about this peril are 
explained below dy Dr. Bolduan, the chief ex- 
pert of the New York Health Department 

How to meet this great and ever-present dan- 
ger is one of the new problems of medicine, 
one that has not yet been dealt with. | 

It becomes the duty of a doctor to see that 
every patient who has suffered from typhoid 
fever, scarlet fever or diphtheria, is thoroughly 
free from the germs after be has recovered 
from it. Equally it becomes the duty of the 
doctor to watch and treat any person who, al- 
though he may not have had one of these dis 
eases, appears on reasonable evidence to be a 
earrier of it. 

It has been suggested that in typhoid car- 
riers the gall-bladder, which is commonly the 
lurking place of germs, should be removed. In 
the case of diphtheria carriers it may be deemed 
advisable to remove the tonsils and disinfect 
the tissues around them, where the germs are 
thickest. The matter is one of great difficulty, 
and Dr. Bolduan, of the Health Department, 
thought that it could not be dealt with ade 
quately at present 

“In the case of the typhoid carriers,” he de- 
clared, “ic has been suggested that removal of 
the gall-bladder would solve the difficulty. Un- 
fortunately this is not always so. 

“In a considerable number of cases, no doubt, 
the typhoid bacilli do lodge in the gall-bladder, 
setting up there an inflammatory process. This 
theory is more or less confirmed by the fact 
that many persons who suffer from gall-biadder 
ailments give a previous history of typhoid, and 
it is believed that there is some connection be- 
tween the two. Where, therefore, there is @ 


. preventing typhoid, and it is hoped that even- 


/ that even after a patient has recovered, the 


history of some gallbladder trouble ina‘t:;. 1 
dacillus carrier, it might be well to operate, for 
it is well established that this organ may be 
removed without injury to the patient. The 
gall-biadder, indeed, is only a kind of reservoir 
for the storage of gall, which is manufactured 
by the liver, and it can be dispensed with with- 
out serious inconvenience to the patient. 

“In a number of cases in which the gall blad- 
der was removed under these circumstances in 
typhoid carriers, the patients ceased to dis- 
charge typhoid bacilli. 

“On the other hand, the gall-bladder is not 
always the seat of the typhoid bacilli, and under 
these conditions such an operation is absolutely 
valueless in curing the condition. There is still 
some doubt as to just where the bacilli are 
harbored in these cases, but the a is 
they are scattered in the intestinal tract, where 
they are beyond the reach of the surgeon’s knife.” 

A few weeks ago this operation of removing 
the gall-bladder was- performed on Mrs. Ben 
Donher, of Peabody, Kan., who had carried 
typhoid germs in her system for years and had 
given the disease to more than fifty persons, 
some of whom died. 

The operation is believed to have been suc- 
cessful, as the presence of the typhoid bacilli 
have not been observed since it was performed. 

“There is some room for hope,” declared Dr. 
Bolduan, “that vaccination may solve the diffi- 
culty. It has been found that when a typhoid 
carrier is injected with dead typhoid bacilli, his 
body is stimulated to reproduce certain antago- 
nistic substances in the system, known as anti- 
bodies. The development of these anti+odies 
may be similarly obtained in animals The serum 
taken from their blood, injected into the human 
body will protect the latter from typhoid. So 
far these serums have been very effective in

France. The French scientist injected several 
hundred guines pigs with the perspiration of 
consumptives anf found that 42 per cent of the 
animals acquired tuberculosis.

persons who have never had the disease them- 
selves harbor the deadly germs in their throats 
and distribute them in a similar manner.” 

Far more menacing than the diphtheria car- 
riers are the carriers of the pneumococcus, as 
the germ of pneumonia is called. Of all com- 
municable diseases, pneumonia is by far the 
most deadly. The average mortality in New 
York is over 12,000 per annum. An extensive 
investigation by a committee appointed by the 
Board of Healtb recently revealed that large 
numbers of perfectly normal individuals harbor 
typical virulent pneumonia germs in their noses 
and throats. There is every reason to believe 
that when these germs are transmitted, as in 
coughing or eneezing, especially in crowded 
rooms, cars or other confined spaces, to persons 
in a-run-down or otherwise susceptible condi- 
tion, typical pneunionia results. 

Hundreds of persons are at large in New 
York literally scattering death around them ib 
the form of pneumonia germs. 

“Fortunately,” said Dr. Bolduan, the pneu- 
monia germ is readily killed by drying, exposure 
to air and sunlight, and infection may therefore 
be. guarded against to some extent by attention 
to ventilation and personal cleanliness. The

public should learn to realize, however, that al- 
most all ‘colds’ are contagious and that the same 
thing is true of coughing and sneezing.” 

Hitherto it has been understood that the dan- 
ger of catching scarlet fever, a disease which 
causes a thousand deaths every year in New 
York City, is over as soon as the patient has 
desquamated—as the process of shedding skin 
is called. As a matter of fact, recent research 
points to the fact that the danger of infection 
during this process is much less than it is after 
it has been completed. The danger is now pbe- 
lieved to lie in the purulent discharge from the 
ears and other portions of the body, which is 
noticed sometimes for months after the patient 
has been released from quarantine. : 

For this reason, as it is impracticable to pro- 
long the fsolation, it is extremely necessary to 
see that these discharges are not allowed to 
reach other persons through the medium of 
solled linen or otherwise. 

The cruellest of all diseases—infantile paraly- 
sis—the affliction which leaves the children it 
attacks cripples for still, still baffles medical 
science. It. is now known that it is caused by a 
minute organism so smal that it escapes even 
the most powerful microscopes, and that it

fhe discovery that the application of cosmetics 
and facia] creams increases the number of these 
germs by the million within a ‘very few hours. 

The stage beauty and the society belle, who 
glory in. their fine complexions and constantly 
treat their skin with toilet preparations, simply 
provide sustenance for the myriads of germs 
which infest the cuticle and which may carry 
disease 'with them. The perso: who relies only 
On sOap and water, on the other hand, rapidly 
diminishes the numbers of these surface bac- 
teria, for they cannot thrive without constant 
moisture, which a dry skin does not provide in 
sufficient quantities. 


Of these myriads of germs, many of them, it 
is true, are perfectly harmless, but at the same 
time the staphylococcus and streptococcus are 
found in sufficient quantities to be a menace. It 
is these germs which are responsible for pim- 
ples, boils and other skin eruptions and which 
when they reach the tonsils produce tonsillitis 


of the non-diphtheretic type. 


Ordinary baths do not remove these surface 


bacteria, because they lurk in the pores of the 
skin and at the roots of the hair follicles. 

Dr. Hikada found that children under foure- 
teen carry a smaller percentage of germs than 
those over fourteen or adults. This ig due to 
the fact that the skin of the growing child is 
constantly changing to keep pace with the grow- 
ing body. 


Strangely enough, thin men seem to carry 
more germs than fat men, while men carry a 
larger percentage than women. 

The thousands of germs which infest the skin 
would quickly prove fatal but for the fact that 
ordinarily the skin itself contains sufficient gul- 
phur and carbolic acid to kill the bacteria that 
try to break through it, 


When, however, the system gets chilled or 


through hunger becomes devitalized to any con- ° 


siderable extept, the resistance is lowered and 
the bacteria multiply to such an extent that 
some of them may break down the natural bar- 
rier normally existing in the skin and invade 
the interior. Then the surface germs become a 
serious menace, producing disease of all kinds. 

The only real protection against these germs, 
therefore, seems to lie in keeping the system up 
to standard at all times. Ordinary baths, if fol- 
lowed by a thorough douche of pure water, 
while they do not eliminate all of these germa, 
do get rid of many of them, 7 


Pneumonia. 


The pneumococcus, or germ of pneunonia, is 
harbored by patients long after their cure. 
Large numbers of persons never attacked by 
pneumonia are its carriers as well. The germs 
find lodgment in the air passages. The pneu- 
mococci are killed by air and sunlight, but 
continue alivé as long as they are left in the 
dark and moist recesses of the body. Antisep- 
tic gargles and nasal douches are advocated 
as a means of disinfecting the carriers.

the body. They are intermediate between the 
arteries and the veins. Their function is to 
sub-divide and distribute the blood among all 
the organs and tissues of the body, feeding 
them from the freab arterial stream and carrying 


into the veins the waste products. The veins 
then carry the blood back to the lungs to be 
purified. 
All over the skin are millions of tiny openings, 
called pores. The sweat glands open into these 
pores and empty through them, with the perspi- 


lodges principally in the mucous membrane of 
the nasal cavity. For this reason those who 
have made a particular study of this disease de- 
clare that the danger of spreading it lies largely 
in the inadequate attention paid to the nasal 
discharge of those who have been attacked by 
the disease. : 

It was believed at one time that the danger of 
communicating spinal meningitis was over when 
the patient recovered. More recent research dis- 
closes, however, that long after a complete re- 
covery has been effected, the disease may be 
readily communicated by means of germs which 
remain in thesystem. The meningo-coccus, as the 
germs is calied, is of low vitality and is rapidly 
killed by drying and on exposure to sunlight, 
and for this reason infection 
by dust is improbable, but the 
disease is- nevertheless dis 
tinctly communicable in the 
sense that the organism is 
transmitted from the nasa] se- 
cretion of one person to an- 
other. 

About 10 per cent of the 
persons who came in contact 
with casee of this kind exhibit 
the presence of the germ in 
their nasal secretions, and 
while they do not necessarily 
contract the disease them- 
sclves, they may in turn trane 
mit the germ and give the 
disease to those who are sus» 
ceptible to it. 

‘We therefore find that a 
large proportion of apparently 
well persons whom we meet 
are carriers of deadly disease 
germs. 

“Before endeavoring to 

reach the common run of per 
sons who are germ carriers,” 
said Dr. Bolduan, “we should 
first try to cure al] those who 
handle the public food supply. 
This is, to some extent, a 
practicable measure, while 
the treatment of ordinary cit- 
izens not in this line of work 
presents many difficulties. 

“Of course, the great diffi- 
culty in guarding against this 
form of infection lies in the 
fact that an enormous amount 
of work is necessary to ferret 
out such carriers. The skill 
of highly trained scientific 
workers is required, and even 
when the cases are located 
there is no law which justi- 
fies us in molesting them. 

“In the case of New Yerk’s 
milk supply, however, this dif- 
ficulty has been to a large ex- 
tent overcome.

How New York’s Last Typhoid Epidemic 


Spinal Meningitis. 


It has now been discovered that the anti-toxin 
‘which has been used so successfully in these 
cases does not kill all the germs in the systems 
of the patients. For weeks after recovery the 
germs linger. Experiments have also shown 
that ten per cent of those who come in contact 
with spinal meningitis cases carry for a time in 
their nasal passages the germs of that disease. 
Every time they cough or sneeze they are 
likely to scatter infection.

Was Traced to One Milkman Who 
Had Spread the Germs for 48 Years. 


epidemic, numbering seven hundred cases, 
bas been traced to the most remarkable human 


“typhoid carrier” yet mentioned ir medical history. 

This man, a model dairyman, completely dethrones 
“Typhoid Mary” from her horrible eminence as a 
germ distributor. He spread digease and death con- 
tinuously for forty-eight years, 

Two epidemics, rather close together, spread over 
New York. The first was limited to the nineteenth, 
twenty-second and twelfth wards in Manhattan Bor- 
ough, while the whole of the Borough of the Bronx 
was affected. The nineteenth ward embraces all the 
East Side from Fortieth street to Eighty-sixth street. 
The twenty-second ward takes in the similar dis 
trict on the West Side, and the twelfth ward covers 
all of ‘Manhattan Island north of Eighty-sixth street, 
both east and west. In other words, the outbreak 
attacked all. of New York orth of Fortieth street. 
The cases actually reported (and in such epidemics 
many are unrecorded) aymbereg 880 more than the 
average normal. 

The lagt outbreak came with suddenness, and 
was much more severe. Du one month there 
were one Dundred and twenty cases of greeny fever 
{n the Borough of the Bronx alomeg @B ten weeks 
about seven hundred in the whole of New York City. 
dn a single instttution there weremearly forty cases. 
On Manhattan it took hold of the centre of the 
island. The section most affected extended from the 
Twenties to One Hundredth streée. All were due to 
@ single human being up in the country. 

A “typhoid fever carrier’ is an individual who, 
having had typhoid fever, still lea the bacilli 
which cause the disease. Apparently they do him no 
harm, but, on account of some not-yet-understood 
physica) condition of the person, the germs not only 
thrive in him but elso multiply at a.terrffic pace. 
Happily, most people whe have typhoid fever get 
rid of every bacillus when_they get. well, The car- 
riers are exceptions. 

The New York City Board of Health: was greatly 
puzzled. The poor abused:old Croton was blamed at 
first. The physicians and bacteriologists of the 
board began a minute search. First a thorough but 
rapid survey of the great mass of cases showed that 
a certain milk supply was common to most of them, 
and, accordingly, the board, as an initial move, cut off 
this suspected supply. This was followed by a de 
cided reduction in the number of new cases in the 
affected districts. Then the real detective work be- 
gan. The milk was traced back through the whole- 
gale dealer to the various rural shipping stations. 
After a careful process of elimination it was sus- 
pected that the infected milk came from CamdeD, a 
little village up in New York State, two hundred and 
twelve miles from the city 

It was discovered that the former manager of the 
local creamery was ill with typhoid fever at the time 
that the physician-sleuths arrived. But, from the 
date of the onset of the dread sickness, they judged 
that he was one of the victims, and not the cause 
of it. 

There also recently had been @ case of typhoid 
fever on the dairy farm of one of the three milk pro- 
ducers of the village. His name is well. known, but 
is now withheld at the request of the Board of 
Health, which describes him as Mr. X. 

The clue, after closer investigation, seemed totally 
negative. The necessary link was absent. While 
the farmer did supply milk to the villagers, he never 
took a drop to the creamery which shipped to New

Further inquiry showed that there had been an 
undue prevalence of some fever in Camden for years. 
But it was called “(Camden fever” by several of the 
country doctors, and believed not to be typhoid. Thus 
the New York doctor detectives were thrown off 
the trai] again. Not satisfied with the diagnosis made 
by the Camden physicians, the New York doctors did 
a little laboratory work of their own, and by proper 
tests proved the “Camden fever” to be genuine 
¢yphoid. It was estimated that the number of cases 
of the disease in the village had averaged more 
than fifteen each year, which is at the rate of sixty 
cases for ten thousand of population. Compared to 
New York records this percentage was fairly aston- 
ishing. The figures for New York City during the 
same time were between six and ten cases for ten 
thousand of population. Furthermore, a tabulation 
of all the cases occurring in the village in two years 
showed that very nearly the entire number received 
milk from the suspected dairy farmer. But he had been 
eliminated as a causative factor of New York's epi- 
demic. Apparently there was not the slightest con- 
nection between his milk supply and that which came 
to New York City. Again the investigators were 
baffled. But they felt that they were somewhere near 
their goal. They realized, toa, that continuous ef- 
fort and vigilance would meet with reward.

His medical history, 
when gone into, demonstrated beyond doubt that he 
had been a typhoid bacilli carrier for forty-eight 
years.

The New York physicians found that this particu- 


lar dairyman was a better-class dairy farmer, who 


kept his home and his dairy much cleaner than the 
— dairyman. Moreover, he was personally 
clean. 

We need fear no further danger from this particular 
source of so much sufcering. The old man died of 
heart disease just before the close of 1911,\and thus 
was ended one of the most remarkable cases in 
medical history. Since his death Camden has been 
rapidly sinking off the dreadful scourge of which he 
was, for 80 many years, unwittingly the origin. 

Until the discovery of this Camden case, the most 
noted germ carrier was Mary Mallon, commonly 
known as “Typhoid Mary.” 

“Typhoid Mary’s” case is historical. In March, 
1907, she was arrested by the New York Health De- 
partment authorities and confined in the pest house 
on North Brother Island. | 

She was suffering from no disease and had com- 
mitted no offense, but for three years thereafter all 
efforts to obtain her release were futile.

The health authorities contended that while Mary 
Mallon suffered from no disease herself, she was 
what is known as a “typhoid carrier’; that is to say, 
she was a living culture of typhoid fever bacilli and 
had been spreading the disease germs for years. 

No less than twenty-six cases of typhoid were di- 
rectly traced to her, and she was believed to have 
been responsible for many others. 

At ‘the end of three years the authorities released 
her upon condition that she should never again work 
as a cook and that she should report at stated in- 
tervals to the health authorities. 

It has been estimated by scientific investigators 
that at least two per cent of all persons who contract 
typhoid fever become chronic typhoid carriers, The 
significance of this fact will be better understood 
when it is recalled that some three thousand cases 
of typhoid are reported to the New York Health 
Department every year. On the bagis mentioned, 
therefore, sixty “typhoid Marys” are added to the 
a already in existence every year in New York

York epidemic were traced to the typhoid-carrying 


‘milkman from Camden, N. Y., but the figures of the 


Health Department show that ‘there are in all prob- 
ability no less than from 90 to 120 typhoid carriers 
still handling the. milk supply of New York. ° 

In a somewhat lesser degree the same is true of 
the other diseases mentioned. Persons wha hava 
been cured of them continue to carry aroung in their 
systems the deadly germs, and if precautions are not 
taken to eradicate the germs, they spread them far 
and wide through the community. 

Upon this basis there must be anywhere from 300 
to 400 cases of typhoid among those handling New 
York’s milk. If 2 per cent of these become chronic 
carriers, then from six to eight new germ-<arriers 
are developed every year among our milk handlers. 

Assuming, then, as research indicates, that this 
condition lasts at least fifteen years on the average, 
this gives us the startling total of 90 to 120 typhoid 
carriers now probably menacing the milk supply of 
New York. 

The danger is greatest from those who handle 
milk. New York, for instance, gets its milk from 


_ 40,000 farms. Two hundred thousands people come 


in direct contagt with it. The normal rate of typhoig 
fever is 150 to 200 per 100,000 inhabitan ts annually.

F you had asked a sage of ancient Rome, “Do dreams 
come true?

But if you ask a twentieth century psychologist the 
chances are he will tell you that dreams DO have 
their meanings; that every dream is as real a part of 
our mental life as are the waking thoughts, and that 
the significance of every dream can be discovered by 
proper study. 

So don’t be too ready to tell your dreams now, even 
if you do remember the old superstition and wait till 
after breakfast to make sure they won't “come true.” 
_ For some one of your hearers may be a person who 
’ understands the analysis of dreams, and from your

The theory is that in our dreams we. attain the 
secret wishes of our souls, whether those wishes are 
admittéd, even to ourselves, or not. 

For instance a clerk in one of the big department 

stores, himself a slender and anaemic person, envied 
the more robust physique of those about him. The 
most frequent of his dreams showed himself in heroic 
guise, as for instance on one occasion he dreamed 
that a crowd of men admired him as he lay asleep. 
. Women dream of love, of courtship and passion and 
marriage. Men also dream of these things, but more 
often of occasions when they display power, or force, 
or wealth, or ability. 

The first genuinely scientific contribution to the 
subject came from Professor Sigmund Freud, of the 
University of Vienna. Among its leading exponents 
in the United States are Professor Edwin B. Holt and 
Dr James J. Putnam, of the Psychology Department at 
Harvard University. Dr. Ernest Jones, of the Univer. 
sity of Toronto, has written careful treatises on the 
subject. 

Dr. S. Ferenczi, of the University of Budapest, is 
also a leader in the new science. 

Psycho-analysis is the tecanical term for the art of 
interpreting dreams, and of applying the knowledge 
so gained to the cure of nervous and mental diseases. 
It is, in reality, a scientific assertion of the possibility 
of reading dreams. The doctrine upon which the 
science is based is stated as follows by Dr. Ernest

Second.—Dreams apparently sensible but without 
any apparent connection with the affairs, of every day 
life. 

Third—Dreams of distorted or fantastic things, with 
no parallel in life. 

The meaning of the first kind of dreams is usually 
easily discovered. A child plays hard one afternoon. 
That night the child will dream of running frantieally 
until all tired oft. Or a child sees a train for the 
first time, and wakes in the night crying with terror at 
a renewal of the vision. 

The second kind of dreams are more difficult to un- 
derstand. When a lady dreams of breakfasting with 


another man than her husband the significance is not. 


clear except to the expert, and will often not be under- 
stood, even by the subject. Or such a dream may be 
based upon some habit of childhood or some pursuit 
of years long past. 

The third kind of dreams, in which unrecognizable 
persons and objects appear, are interpreted by dissect- 
ing each object into the component parts of which it 
is made, and then discovering the symbolism of each 

art. 

‘ It is this last kind of dream that is most puzzling. 
Distortion in dreams results from two processes. 
First, condensation, and second, displacement. 

Everything is condensed in dreams. Two rooms 
join and seem to be one, two or more people unite their 
characteristics to make one person, two or more 


places are taken apart by the dream mind and put 


back together, like a crazy puzzle, in new patterns. 

Freud’s teaching is that each one of these parts, out 
of place though it may appear, has its meaning. 

In this feature is shown the significance of apparently 
unimportant objects that makes up the distortion by 
displacement. For instance, a lady dreamed that her 
dearly loved brother was dead, and that she went to 
his funeral, on her way to a concert, feeling no grief 
whatever. 

Freud explained the dream at once, when he learned 
that the woman had been planning to go to a concert 
with the brother she dreamed was dead, on the night 


after the dream. 

Her lack of grief at the death was thus explained. 
For the concert to which she was bound subsequently 
reminded her that her brother was NOT dead, and se 
prevented her from being distressed. 

Dreams, Freud teaches, fulfill the wishes unfulfilled 
in life. Every dream is founded on a wish. Our 
wishes are making themselves felt in dreams during 
every instant of our sleep. The reason we do not 
remember the dreams when we awake is because of 
a factor of the mind called the “censor,” which guards’ 
our waking thoughts. 

This censor sleeps with the body. ‘Hence, the hié 
den desires rigorously repressed during the day are 
allowed to creep from their holes at night. They 
make themselves felt in dreams. But on awaking the 
censor proceeds to deftly wipe most of the dream 
fabric from the memory. 

It is the theory that wishes are the groundwork of 
dreams, upon which Freud’s whole philosophy ig 
based. He quotes the Hungarian proverb: “The swine 
dreams of acorns, the goose of maize.” We attain in 
dreams the things we painfully miss in life. 

The child dreams of being big, strong, powerful, able 
to reach and hold the things unattainable to its baby 
strength. 


The woman dreams of the softer things of life, 
things dearest to her, or of some childish pursuit. 

The man dreams of his ambitions and desires. 

It is an unpleasant feature of the philosophy, but 
Freud finds the conclusion irresistible hat all human- 
ity, underneath the shell, is sensuous and sensual in 
nature. For practically all the dreams portray some 
delight of the senses. The sexual dreams are a large 
proportion of all sleep visions. 

Freud says that all dreams can be reduced to their 
fundamentals or groundwork. The ancients, who based 
the conduct of whole states on their dreams, were 
thus not so far wrong after all. The new science of 
dreams, a real and scientific method of gauging to the 
depths your own or another’s character, is ushered in 
by the teachings of Freud.

The eye wants to get exercise as well as 
the muscles.

Parents, 
strangely enough, seem to shelve the 
question of the school luncheon, hop- 
ing to supply any deficiencies in the 


meal at home.

N many

Par- 
ents com- 
plain of the 
i nadequate 
luncheons 
bought by 
the children—often frappes, sodas, cake 
Or candy alone—and of the cases of in- 
digestion caused by hungry children’s 
rapid eating of a too heavy evening 
meal. Or teachers find the ‘home 
work” done after such a meal very 
unsatisfactory, because the brain is 
slow to work, due to overtaxed di- 
gestion and sluggish circulation. 

And yet the school-lunch problem 
. ie not such a difficult one. 

The preparation requires fore- 
thought and some effort to please 
and surprise as well as to nourish. 
And then, with a small equipment, 
the children for whom particular 
home menus are planned may have 
the same care exercised when pack- 
ing a school lunch box. 

The normally healthy and ruddy 
child will enjoy an especially pre- 
pared luncheon if varied and put up 
in.an attractive and practical man- 
ner, one that will give little or no 
trouble to the consumer. There are 
many kinds of boxes combining neat- 
ness, lightness and folding qualities

which are desirable. One that is 
practical is the folding variety, made 
of japanned tin. It is easily cleaned 
and keeps the food moist and im good 
condition. When closed it may be 
strapped in with the books, and thus 
adds little weight. Sometimes in the 
country a little basket, covered and 
with a handle, is used and particu- 
larly Nked by small children, when 
prettily colored. Again, a candy box, 
which may be immediately discarded, 
is serviceable. It is well for the 
mother planning the schooh lunch 
to keep on hand a supply of oiled 
paper, as well as crepe or tissue 
napkins. The flowered ones are apt 
to color the food packed in the lunch 
box. Sometimes, however, linen nap- 
kins are preferred by older girls, and 
the small fringed variety, kept for 
this box, may be replaced each day. 
With this much equipment and the 
knowledge that varkety from day to 
day is essential, as well as a neat 
and attractive box, good results are 
almost assured. 

During the early years of childhood 
fried foods, pastries, hot breads, heavy 
puddings, strongly flavored foods, much 
meat and candy should rarely, if ever, 
be found in the diet. Tea and coffee 
should never be given. Milk should be 
the mainstay of childhood. We oftn 
hear that children will not, or cannot, 
take milk. Often the distaste is a fan- 
cied one. The instances where milk 
cannot be digested are very rare, If 
the raw milk cannot be taken, however, 
some means must be found to include 
it in the dietary. Muscles, nerves, blood 
and bones need all the things that only 
milk, eggs, cereals and fruits are able 
to give. Therefore, combinations of 
these foods are essential. Milk, soups, 
weak cocoa, custards, cereals and milk 
and simple pudding are means of dis- 
guising this all-important food. Seme- 
times it is supposed that the child’s 
fondness for ‘‘sweets’’ is an indication 
of its need for candy or sugars. Sugar 


is a heat-giving and energy-supplying 
food, and as such is certainly necessary 


to the child. But the sugar may be 
supplied by the milk—milk sugar being 
one of its constituents—by sweet fruits 
and vegetables and puddings and fruit 
jellies, and preferably the occasional 
homemade candies. All the sugars 
needed may be had at mealtime, with- 
out the too-common ‘‘between-meal”’ 
indulgences. Where the children are 
allowed to eat, particularly sweets, be- 
tween meals, the appetite becomes 
perverted and mealtime a farce. 
important that a child should learn to 
masticate its food, and many disorders 
of digestion will be thus eliminated. 
But the school lunch is our par- 
ticular problem just now, and it 
must be kept in mind when plan- 
ning the household menus. For in- 
stance, if there is to be a roast for 
dinner, there will be enough left for 
sandwiches. If a favorite kind, save 
enough for two days, served sliced 
the first time and minced and sof- 
tened with white sauce or cream the 
second. Sandwiches cut im triangular 
shapes, preferably with crusts left 
on, or with fancy cutters, round or 
sometimes heart-shaped, make 4at- 
tractive varieties. The butter for 
sandwiches should always be cream- 
ed, and sometimes, if very hurried, 
melted. Wrap each sandwich sepa- 
rately in oiled or paraffine paper. 
Cold boiled ham, often used in the 
household, might be utilized as sug- 
gested above, only moistened with 
soup stock and heated in a pan be- 
fore spreading. By scraping the 
small pieces from the skeleton of a 
fowl, running them through a chop- 
per, seasoning and moistening, either 
with cream or stock, a_i delicious 
flavor ig obtained and a very nutri- 
tious sandwich. A thin slice saved 
from the beef or veal leg will surely 
be relished. Soft and hard rolls make 
a variety for the meat sandwich and 
are especially liked by the boys. 
Oftentimes children grow tired of the 
meat sandwich, however, and it is 
well to substitute once in a while 
hard-cooked eggs. These may be 
split lengthwise, the yolks removed, 
mixed with mayonnaise, salt and pep- 
per, then neatly filled in again and 
the halves held together by a small 
splint or toothpick. Plain bread and 
butter sandwiches, white, whole 


‘wheat or graham, may be used with 


the above, accompanied by a few

olives. Again, cheese spread on salt 
crackers, and these tied in small 
packages, look pretty and are ye- 
cially good if chopped nuts or olives 
are added to the cheese. Lettuce 
leaves, either dipped in French dress- 
ing and placed between. buttered 
slices or bread spread with mayon- 
naise and the leaf. placed between, 
are ,deliclous. Peanut butter the 
boys like again, spread either on 
crackers or bread. A small eup of 
or macaroni and to- 
mato sauce, is often appreciated. 
Celery, chopped very fine and spread 
on brown bread, is another variety 
of the meatless sandwich, and on this 
day add a few dates or nuts. 

So much for the sandwiches; but what 
child will not crave sweets? Even bread 
and jam will seldom take the place of 
cake! Sweets, properly combined. with 
wholesome milk, eggs, etc., are healthy 
and necessary to a mixed diet, and the 
child’s craving for them is a normally 
healthy sign. A well-made custard or 
cornstarch pudding wil) furnish ade- 
quate heat and energy for work and 
play, and oftentimes these desserts will 
also stimulate the appetite. Ginger- 
bread and plain cake, baked in separate 
little pans, with nuts or frults added 
occasionally, and sometimes iced, with 
confectioners’ sugar moistened with 
milk, and perhaps a little cocoa added, 
will delight any child. Home-made 
cookies might be a surprise sOme day, 
or sweet rolls with currants. When in 
a hurry some of the small eweet crack- 
ers make a nice substitute, 

Perhaps a cup may easily be fitted 
into the box, and then the possibilities 
for desserts are indeed varied—baked 
custards, tapioca or rice pudding might 
be baked when the family desserts are 
prepared. Apples, oranges, bananas may 
be changed about in the winter months 
with figs and dates. If milk is liked, 
aemall bottle might be brought, at least 
once or twice weekly, and, if possible, 
the cup, also the spoon and fork, left in 
school. Pies and rich puddings, as well 
as pastry, find no place in the school 
lunch box. Occasionally some eweet 
chocolate is dessert enough. It is the 
variety each day that will make the 
lunch something to be looked forward 
to, and any trouble on the mother’s 
part will be amply repaid. Al] nuts are 
an excellent food, and should be found 
more often in our homes. 

If the young girl likes salad, an at- 
tractive one might be made by taking

out the heart of a rosy apple, cutting in 
small cubes and adding celery or nuts, 
mixing with mayonnaise. Then refill 
the apple and wrap in oiled paper. 
Whole wheat bread is nicest to ac- 
company this luncheon, : 

For the boys the luncheons should 
have more gubstantial, if less dainty, 
characteristics — thicker sandwiches, 
fruit, bread pudding, gingerbread, etc. 
A baked apple can very nicely be 
wrapped in oiled paper and placed on 
one of the pasteboard sauce plates. 
Even prunes may be drained from their 
Syrup and wrapped in the same man- 
ner; but a half grapefruit, well packed, 
is a delightful surprise. In the country, 
where children live far from schoo] 
and are driven there during the winter 
months, a solution of the cold-lunch 
problem lies in packing a box about 
fifteen inches square with excelsior 
three inches deep. Place an agate pail, 
with a tightly fitting cover, in the cen- 
ter of this and pack solidly all around 
with excelsior to the top of the pail. It 
is very important to have the excelsior 
solidly packed, so that the pail can be 
taken out without disturbing it. A 
cover must be made to fit the box, and 
this also covered three inches deep, or 
So as to reach the top of the pall, with 
excelsior. Then some light material, as 
cheesecloth, tacked on to hold it in 
place. Outside the box should be cov- 
ered with dark’ canvas, denim or bur- 
lap, made to fasten on the side. = For 
the lunch, boil in the pall rice, cereal 
Dea or bean soup, stew or whatever you 
may choose. When nearly done, cover 
closely and place.in the box. Put on 
the cover, fasten the denim and the 
luncheon will be done and hot when 
the children are ready for it, several 
hours later. . 

There, is an endless list of menus 
that may be prepared by this means. 
Surely there would be fewer pale cheeks 
and backward students if a little extra 
care were taken to assure healthful 
food to the growing children. And, in- 
deed, very little extra work may be 
inydlved, only a little foresight and con- 
sideration; which every mother is so 
happy to give for the welfare of her 
children. Few, however, realize the im- 
portance of variety in the daily menu. 
Only those foods must be chosen that 
are best suited to keep the child’s “‘hu- 
man engine’ in good running order, if 
the highest development is to be at- 
tained,

The predominance of fruit and salad 
ig rather striking; but it must be kept 
in mind that the winter months are 
over, that nature has not yet finished 
her housecleaning and that the body 
cries out for fresh green stuffs, acid 
fruits and bulky foods. 

It will be noticed that when potatoes 
appear on the breakfast menu 
cereal is omitted, that they do not 
appear at all at luncheon and are oc- 
casionally skipped at dinner. A simple 
oi] or boiled dressing is called for with 
the salads, mayonnaise being too heavy 
for the meals that are planned this

Asparagus Loaf 

Two tablespoons butter, % cup minced 
chicken or veal, 4 tablespoons flour, 1 
teaspoon salt, 1 cup cooked asparagus 
cut in inch lengths, \4 teaspoon pepper, 
1 cup milk, 4 well-beaten eggs, 2 cups 
of asparagus tips for lining mold. 

Cut the tips from two bundles of 
cooked asparagus in 3-inch -jJengths.

Line the bottom with some pret- 
ty pattern, Then make a sauce by melt- 
ing butter, adding fiour and milk slowly, 
aflowing it to boll. Then add chicken, 
seasonings and asparagus, and when 
boiling pour on to the well-beaten eggs. 
Pour carefully into mold and set into 
a pan having bottom covered with sev- 
era] thicknesses of brown paper. Sur- 
round with boiling water and cook till 
firm in an oven s0 slow that water will 
not boil. Serve with mousseline sauce, 
or with creamed asparagus tips.

Ancon, Canal Zone, Panama.—I have 
just had a long talk with Governor M. 
H. Thatcher, the man who, under the 
President and chairman of the com- 


mission, fs the ruler of the little prin- |! 


cipality which Uncle Sam owns on the 
isthmus of Panama. His territory is 
the Oanal Zone, a little strip of land 
10 miles wide and about 50 miles long, 
extending from one side of the isthmus 
of Panama to the other. This strip is 
Winding, and it runs back 5 miles on 
@ach side of our great canal. It con- 
tains altogether just about half es 
™Tuch land as Rhode Island, and its 
Population is not far from that of 
Nevada, which is more than fifty times 
as large. 

Just now this strip is the liveliest of 
all of Uncle Sam’s dominions. It has 
& more cosmopolitan population, and it 
is doing more work than any other. It 
is,a beehive of activity from one end 
to the other, and millions of dollars 
are being shoveled into it in the many 
forms of construction which will make 
the completed canal. 

The strip is one of cities and towns: 
it is one of railroads and shipping. It 


- fs a social center of about 10,000 high | 
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Class Americans, and the gredt work- 
shop where something like 60,000 ne- 
groes and mulattoes from this part of 
the world are earning the highest 
Wages they have ever made in their 
lives. It is a country of postoffices, 
telegraphs and schools. It has its 
criminal classes, and also its churches, 
preachers and Sunday school teachers. 
It has its public works and its fire 
departments, its courts and its prisons, 
and, in short, almost al! the machinery 
of any of our states or territories. 


A Chat With the Governor. 


I met the governor tn kis beautiful 
residence on the slope of Ancon Hill 


right under our great administration} 


bufiding, and facing the big education- 
al institute which the Panama gov- 
ermment has just constructed. The 
building was erected under the direc- 
tion of Senator Joe Blackburn. who 
Was Governor Thatcher's predecessor, 
and it is one of the pleasant homes 
of the tsthmus. Wide verandas. veiled 
in wire gauze to keep out the mosqu!- 
toes, run around its two stories, and 
the walls of these are hung with the 


most beautiful orchids gathered from | 


the woods of the ‘zone. Governor 
Thatcher says that according to sci- 
ence there are altogether 12,000 vari- 
eties of orchids and of these it seems 
to me Mrs. Thatcher must have the 
most beautiful. I cannot begin to de- 
scribe them or their exquisite flowers. 
Some burst out in a shower of bloom. 
and others have blossoms which take 
On the form of miniature birds, ani- 
mals and some _ even looking like 
humans. One variety that she has is 
the Espiritu Santo. It is called the 
flower of the holy spirit. and rightly 
so, for its petals are of the shape of 
a white, beautiful dove with out- 
stretched wings looking from the pure, 
lily-white flower. 

It was seated among these orchids 
that we talked. The conversation 
turned to the character of the zone, 


and the governor pointed to the orch- 


ids as he said: 

“You may have some idea of it from 
these flowers. We are down here in 
the tropics and we have a tropical 
climate. Our average temperature

here at Panama. If all the water that 
falls at Colon in one year should drop 
on the level and not flow away it 
would make a lake more than twelve 
feet in depth. During the dry season, 
which lasts from January to April, 
there is almost no rain, and you need 
no umbrella, unless you wish it for 
the sun.” 

“As a result of this heavy rainfall,” 
continued the governor, “everything 
grows luxuriantly, and some ‘parts of 
the country are covered with jungle. 
Others are grassy, ,like the; savannas 
eutside of Ancon. The hilis are all 
wooded, and we have palm trees, bam- 
boos, bananas and tropical plants of 
every description. Indeed, this whole 
territory is like a botanical garden. 

Lands of the Zone. 

“Are the lands good for farming?” 

“Not for farming as we know it in 
the states. They are better fitted for 
fruit raising. Some of them might be 
turned into sugar or rubber plilanta- 
tions, and most of the land will pro- 
duce oranges, bananas, ‘alligator pears,’ 
plantations, lemons, limes, pineapples 
ané all sorts of tropical vegetables. We 
have here the yam, which is some- 
thing like the sweet potato, and grows 
as long as one’s arm, and the yucca, 
@ tuber which grows as large as one’s 
head, and tastes much like an Irish

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“NO,” replied Governor Thatcher, 
“only a small portion is owned by 
The greater part of it is the 
property of the United States govern- 
ment, its ownership including the land 
of the Panama Railroad Company. 
Some of the land is taken up by the 
canal, but other portions are wild and 
a4inused. About 3,500 acres of this 
government land are now under lease, 
and about $20,000 a year has been col- 
lected in rents; but the rents will be 
less from now on, as Gatun lake and 
other canal encroachments reduce the 
area to be leased. The rent for gov- 
ernment lands for cultivation is a littie 
over a dollar an acre.” 

“Who do the farming?’ I asked. 

“There is practically no farming to 
speak of. The higher prices for labor 
on the canal prevent any extensive 
work on plantations or ranchesx The 
natives have little patches surrounding 
their shacks, each family raising a few 
bananas, mangoes and other tropical 
fruits, sometimes a little sugar cane 
and usually some yuccas, yams and 
other tropical vegetables. The natives 
live for the most part on what they 
produce in this way, and carry the 
surplus over the trails or. haul it by 
boat to market. A part of the work 
of civil administration is to keep these 
trails open. We are now clearing the 
trails. preparatory to the taking of a 
zone census. 

‘Macadamized roads are also being 
built through the zone,” the governor 
went on. “We now have a good auto-

Gatun. On the Atlantic side there is a 
macadamized road from Gatun to Colon, 
a distance of about 744 miles.” 
“Tell me something :of the 
who are now living on the zone.’”’ 
“Most of them are laborers engaged 
in the canal work. Nearly every race 
and locality of the globe is represent- 
ed. There are Chinamen, East Indians, 
natives of South and Central America, 
and tens of thousands of negroes from 
the islands of the Caribbean sea. Most 
of the silver employees are. from 
Jamaica, Barbados, Trinidad, St. Kitts, 
Martinique, and others of the West 
Indian islands. These people are Eng- 
lish speaking, for the most part, al- 
though those from Martinique speak 
French, and we have some Spanish- 
speaking negroes from Colombia and 
Venezuela. We have Spaniards from 
the northern part of the Iberian penin- 
sula, and also Italians, Greeks, Armen- 
lans and men of other nationalities.” 
“Hiow many whites have you?” 
“About 15,000. Of these 5,000 are 
Americans engaged on the canal. This 
includes the engineers, high-grade me- 
chanics and clerical employees. An- 
other 5,000 of the whites are the wives 
and children of the American em- 
ployees, and in addition we have about 
5,000 white European jaborers,” 
“How many negroes have you?” 
“Nearly 60,000, I should say.” 
How Law and Order Are Kept. 
“But is not such a varied population 
hard to control? I should think it 


people 


mining camp in the wilds of our west 
or of a construction gang which is 
building a rallroag through a new 
country. If that population were in 
the United States everything would 
be wide open. There would be faro 
games, poker games and roulet; the 
zone woulg be peppered with saloons, 
and it would be very unsafe to go 
about after dark. How’ is it here?’ 

“There is no comparison between 
our conditions and those which you 
have described,” said the governor. 
“We have no public gambling in this 
part of Uncle Sam’s ter ,ytory. I doubt 
whether you can find ps good order in 
any eity of the United States as right 
here in these settlements along 
canal. You must remember that 
most of our workmen are sing 
They have their quarters 
they live in’ camps or barracks near 
where they work. The lights in those 
barracks go out every night at 9 
o’clock, and everyone is compelled to 
be quiet, so that the others may sleep 
The fact that married quarters have 
been generally provided for white 
American employees and their families, 
I believe, has greatly aided in estab- 
lishing stable social conditions,’ 

How the Zone Is Policed. 

“But does it not require a large po- 
lice force to Keep the people in order?” 

“No. Our policemen are men of ex- 
perience. The chief is Colonel J, P. 
Fyffe, and the assistant chief igs Cap- 
tain C. W. Barber, of the United States 
army. Both mer have had military ex- 
perience, and the force is 
somewhat along military lines. We have 
nearly 300 policemen all told. One- 
half of these are white Americans, and 
are chiefly ex-soldiers of the United 
States army. The other half are 
blacks who have served in the police 
and military forces of the West Indian 
islands and have, made good records 
there. As a result our policemen are 
trained to obey, and they are efficient 
in their work. The black policemen 
receive in pay almost three times as 
much here as they received in the 
British service, and they are pleased 
with their jobs. They are used chiefly 
in handling the black population of 
the zone.. I belleve one feature of our 
police service which makes it more 
easy to preserve law and order here is

Our police officers are 
held in much the same regard as are the 
famous mounted policemen of Canada. 
One or two of our policemen will go 
into a camp of 200 or 300 blacks 
Spaniards and make an arrest without 
the n cessity of clubbing anyone., This 
would not be possible in many parts of 
the United States.” 
The Arrests Per Month. 

“It may be that the population 
better than ours?” 

“I believe that much of our good or- 
der is due to the way the men are 
handled. Now, here is last month's re- 
port, which shows the arrests which 
were made among seventy-odd thou- 
sand people in the zone. The total 
number of arrests was 538, and of the 
offenders arrested 487 were men and §1 
women. Now, note the. nationalities. 
They come from fifty different coun- 
tries. Here are 97 from Jamaica, 132 
from Barbados, 15 from Trinidad and 
21 from Martinique, 48 from-Spain, 38 
from Panama and 46 from the United 
States; 7 are from British Guiana, 6 
from Fortune Island, 3 from India and 
8 from China. Among the others are 
Cubans, Germans, Greeks, Italians and 
Mexicans, 1 from Finland, 1 from Tunts 
in north Africa and 1 from New Zea- 
land. This gives you some idea of our 
mixed population.”

We have a counsel 
and chief attorney, prosecuting attor- 
ney, and an assistant prosecuting at- 
torney, and a number of attorneys 
have been admitted to practice in the 
various courts. Last year between five 
and six thousand criminal cases were 
handled and over 4,000 of the defend- 
ants were convicted.

“What other divisions are there in 
the department of civil administra- 
tion?” 

“Several. We inspect all vessels

The Era of Useful Books. 

It is a time when more helpful books 
gre written to guide in more direc- 
tions than ever before. Now brilliant 
writers devote their best efforts to in- 
structions to mothers and teachers in 
books, psychological, physiological and 
economical works on planting—botany 
made easy and intelligible, household 
hints, etc., an encouraging long list 
to interest and guide. 

The work of getting this matter be- 
fare our people, as well as lighter lit- 
erature to divert and amuse, is the 
beautiful work of the library commit- 
tee.

More than 
10® school men and nearly 200 other 
citizens have been enlisted, including 
lawyers, ministers, physicians, business 
men, musicians, readers, professional 
lecturers and entertainers About a 
thousand local home and school asso- 
clation meetings are held annually, at 
which these friends assist. The sub- 
jects presented cover an immense 
range, from cooking demonstrations 
and illustrated travel talks, to the 
health and training of school children, 
helps to vocations and the training of 
parents and teachers.

The league also aids the local asso- 
clations in making up programs, 
among the specia) subjects for discus- 
Sion being “Courtesy,” “Daily Tasks,” 
“Early Hours,” “Friendship,’’ “Home- 
making.” “Music,” “Obedience,” ‘“Pro- 
per Dress for Girls,” “Proper Food,” 
“Spending Money,” “Study Hour,” 
“Ventilation.” The formation of the 
league enables the parents and school 
people to hold up each others’ hands 
for movements of general educational 
advance. To further thig co-operation 
idea the league has been able to enlist 
as affililated bodies some forty or more 
Philadelphia societies and elubs, among 
which are a dozen civic clubs (ward 
branches); half a dozen school alum- 
nae associations, D. A. R. chapters, 
women's and. mothers’ clubs, educa- 
tional and other kindred groups. 

Literature gathered from all sources 
—-government, educational and phil- 
anthropi¢ society publications — has 
reached a large volume and is steadily 
cistributed by a standing committee. 
Among the valuable leaflets are a 
number for teachers to help them in 
the scientific teaching of temperance: 
and for mothers to help in the prepa- 
ration and care of food in household 
sanitation and a realization of parental 
responsibility. 

There are nine standing committees: 
literature, library distribution, print- 
ing, school luncheon, further use of 
school buildings, membership, finance, 
home and school visitors and recon- 
structed Fourth of July. 


leocue Enlarges Use of School Plant. 


The original purpose of the league, 
“to insure intelligent co-operation be- 
tween the school and the home,” has 
been enlarged to include “the securing 
of a larger use of the school plant.” 
Through its efforts eleven dchools have 
been opened as neighborhood -centers, 
with great benefit and advantage to 
the congested neighborhoods, and five 
home and school visitors have helped 
in the administration of the schools, 
for the elevation of home standards 
and better school attendance. As one 
result, the superintendent of new 
school buildings now makeg provision 
for large halis which may be used not 
only for playrooms but also for assem- 
halls: and members of the board 
of education give more of their time 
to. and principals open their buildings 
end vyvards for, frequent public meet- 
ings. 

The leamwue hag taken the initiative 
introducing the school luncheon— 
luncheons and three-cent din- 
Begun at:one school, the plan 
was extended to other schools, and 
great benefit has been seen in the 
improved health of the children—from 
40 to 75 per cent of the children in 
the schools are served.
